of which, fome paflages may ilill be 
objeAcd to, as rather luxuriant, the 
reader w^l at the fame time perceive, 
that every irregular promptitude is al- 
ways cenfured by fome moral reflection*

TO THE 

LIFE and CHARACTER 

OF 

MACBETH. 



IN tJie profeoirion of this {^an, as I ihall 
confider it uancceflary to tire the reader 
mrith tedious genealogical deductions, which 
he may meet with in every general hiftory, 
and which would reader this work too vo« 
luminous to anfwer the purpofe for which 
it b intended ; I wiU leave, therefore, all 
the ordinary hiftorical occurrences to be 
found in their proper places, and purfue 
my defign, by entering immediately into 
thole particulars of each charader which 
•are the moft entertaining, which may bed: 
cxhibtl! the geniufes of my objeds, and 
ihew the connexions and difpofitions whi<^ 
mduced jpoets to call them forth, as the moft 
eligible iufageds for Theatrical Repr^fenta- 
-tions. B I 
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It was in the nth century, about the 
time of the expulfion of the Danesj and 
while Edward the Cbnfeflbr reigned jri Eng- 
land^ that Duncan VIL reigned in Scotland. 

t>uncan was of too foft and eafy a dif- 
pofition to be at the head of a government 
divided into a diverfity bf faftions, every- 
one of which makinp; iaidvantage of their 
monarch's inaftivity, laboured to aggran- 
dize their fcveral families, without any fort 
of regard to the public-weal. Macbeth^ 
who was himfelf of the blood royal, who 
had more penetration, a quicker under- 
ftanding, and a genius better fuited for 
enterprizing, than any of his cotemporarics, 
became fooii very confpicuous in this reign. 
His perfon was tall, but exaftly propor- 
tioned ; he had a manly countenance, and 
from his eyes he darted lb much of the 
awful and commanding fpirit, as amongfl: 
all the other courtiers, feemed to indicate 
him the fitted for fway.i To that manly 
deportment, which fo diftinguifhingly fe- 
cured him the refpecl of men, he could at 
plcafure accompany it with fuch. a graceful 
and engaging addrefs towards the ladies, 
aS;no lels effeftually recommended hirn to 
them : and as the gentler paffions held, at 
the fame time, a large place in his confti- 
tution, With thofe of a more ambitious and 
daring wtUre, whilfl: he cocomanded the 

.vcn«- 
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Iign^eration of the one fcx, he rarely failed . 
of iniinuating himfelf into the approbation 
of the other. • So that, had the natural en- 
dowments of his naind and perfon been 
fomewhat better tempered with the virtues 
of moderation and juftice, and had he 
reached at the fceptre by no unfair means, 
as he was perfedly qualified to govern, 
and poffefled every requifite talent to fub- 
due the contentions which, in that reign of 
indolence, had diilrafted the people of his 
co\mtryv his name might have been tranf- 
mitted to pofterity with more of the Hero 
than the Tyrant.' 

\. In' the fame century, and before the re- 
formations which were accomplilhed by the 
good king Edward, England had in like 
manner fufFered by inteftine divifions : and 
it being from fome private memoirs of a 
Boblefamily of this kingdom {a) that I have 
gathered many of the more genuine and 
interefting circumftances concerning the 
tranfa«5lions, both in England and Scotland^ 
for. that aera, than I have found any where 
eUe ; io far as thefe relations {hall appear 
tome to be more beiautiful and natural 
than the accounts of other writers, I will 
ftick pretty clofely to them, and, regard- 
kfs of what critics may fay, I fhall not 
bluih, when I borrow materials as often as

. Bdides the memoirs already mentioned,. 
' Incident flung into my hands the remains 
of fome old manufcripts found amongfb 
qharters and original papers, in the pof« 
f^ion of one of the moft ancient famiiiesi 
in North Britain^ the old family of Cummin^ 
now Gumming of Altyre^ The authen- 
ticity of the manufcripts I do not take up- 
on me to eftabliih, any farther than from^ 
the probability whickruos naturalfythrougte 
them,, and that they reprefent a more in*^ 
terefting, as well as a much more enter*** 
taining review of chefe times, than is to be 
coUeded from the many contr^i£kory opi^ 
nions of varicms authors who have hithertoi 
treated of them. 

It was in this reign, that Edmundy the 
I'epreftntative of one of the nobleft families 
in EngUmdy from the refentment of in^ 
juHice . which he conceived to have beem 
c)one to hinifelf and family, had abandonedi 
the capital, and betaken himfelf, widi his^ 
beloved fpoufe JBerika^ to a retirement up*^ 
qn the river RikiUy in Ltmcafiir^;, there^ 
tp enjoy a more folid happinefs than he 
imag ned could be found within the mope^ 
fplendid circle of a court. It was in thit^ 
peaceaUe retirement, that an accident in^ 
tervened^ which furniihes a moit affefting,, 

amufing. 
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aitiufing, and diflmdt account of the in"* 
trigucs of thefe days in the palaces of Stotr 
land ; and it is from that, compared with 
the manufcripts and other memcHrs, that I 
propofe to prefent the reader with a rela- 
tion of fuch circum (lances as appear to be 
confiftent, in order to complete the illuftra* 
tion of MacMh*s enterprizes^ character 
and reign. 

One agreeable morning in the month of 
May^ the fplendour of the rifing fun, ihoot^ 
ing forth his beams through* the cleared: 
aether that poetic fancy can imagine, in* 
viting the more temperate and fufficiently 
repoied of the human race,, firft to glorify 
the Creator for their prefervation, auid for 
tJic fecure enjoyment of that fweet repofe 
they have revived from; and next, to 
contemplate the various bounties of nature, 
juft frefliened by the vegetating moifturo 
of night, now beginning, with opening 
jfoliage, to exult beneath tiac powerful rays 
of PbiJfbUs : Edmund^ with bis amiable 
jcompanion, had' left their rural habitation^ 
and by reciprocal meditations^ felicitated 
each other, according to their daily cuftom, 
upon thear undifturbcd (ituation -, and to 
eonBrmfa heakhfulnefe, kaown only to in^ 
Bocendc'. and fwiee[l retirement, they now 
ftept forth to breathe the fragrance of tho 
morning air.. They purfued aa agreeablq 
- ' * B 3 walk 
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ivralk towards the beacK on tfiy& tkk^&ie^ 
which being here and there overhung b^ 
the natural ruins of fbme Ihaggy rocks, ar 
the fame time diverfified and beautified the> 
rural landikip of their delight&il abode*. 
The iea was then in a pn^ound calm^ and^ 
but by a fuperior clearne& and extenQon» 
ftarcely diftinguiflied itfelf from. the ftilleifc; 
lake. By the now fo tranquil borders k^. m 
that fometimes {a noify and bluftering ele* 
ment, this happy pair courted the refrefll* 
ing breezes, which then fkimmed to thenv 
from alongft its furface*, until the ad- 
vancing fun, haying gathered yet increafing 
ftrength, began to convince them of the- 
inftability of every human ei^oymenr,' by 
incommoding them with the warmth eft 
thofe very beams which had, a very littler 
while ago, been their pleafure and admira- 
tion ! They therefore looked about themr 
for a Iheltering retreat, and were quickly 
invited to one, under the cover of a flbadin^ 
rock, which was alternately paved with ion 
jviofs, adorned with wildi and wandering 
flowers, odoriferous herbs, and variegated 
fliriibs, irregularly nodding over its im^ 
pending parts. In this fhadc, invited to

kif)d, my. beloved Bertba^ (replied the 
grave Edmtmd) is as contradiftory and 
abfurd, as were the debates of the old 
philofophers about their fupiseme good I 
One places it in pleafure, another ia 
healthv a third m dignities, and a fourth 
in power t Thus every one gives it chace 
by different, yet by devious ways, while 
none come in with the qu^ry,^ all having 
miftaken the fcent ^ conibUing mote their 
paflions than their reaibn, they always 
magnify the idea, and fb greatly heightea 
the defire, tfiat difappointment attends, 
even the ibccefs of their wi&es ! — But 
we having conquered thpfe wandering 
and uncertain hopes, which depend oa 
things without us, confine our happineis 
to our prefent poffeffions, to thofe virtues 
which we cherifii in our own breafbs, and 
which, under the benign influence of an 
approving Deity, ripens into thofe real 
plcafures, which, without the vitiated 
palate of ambition, we now begin to 
t^ftexrf ; wifely proving txf ourfelves this 
f religious truth, that even oppreflion, 

^ ^^ion and difaj^iAtment^ may lead 

t into 
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* into the road of happinefs/-— — In tM*' 
fenfible and confoling manner, werethis anii- 
able and contented couple congratulating^ 
each other on their prefcnt enjoyments, and 
ft) entirely intent on the fubfeft of their fe-' 
licity, that while they yet difcourfed,'they* 
were inattentive to a fudden change which 
had now ftolen upon the face of nature, as-* 
if it had been exprefs, to furnift them with' 
another recent proof of that ficklenefi and 
uncertainty which wait upon all earthly fe- 
renity. A chilnefs, which had crept gradu- 
ally, and almoft infenfibly, upon them,, 
ftopt the courfe of converfation, and they' 
were now about removing from the rocky^ 
fliclter, when they perceived, that the late 
fo placid countenances of both fea arid' 
air looked more dcnfe and gloomy, the' 
fwelling furges began, in murmurs, td 
quicken their advances " to the beach, * sif- 
firmed the form ©f waves, and foon, wi%h 
hoarfer grumblings, daflied with vain fury,^ 
fucceffively, againft the founding Ihore !— -' 
The Iky loft, ajmoft imperceptibly, its na- 
tive azure, and was forming into more 
angry looking elotids, 'which rifing pro- 
greflively from the limited' horizon, nqw 
fpread with obfctirity the whole expanfe f 
an unformedtain, Iputter'd, asif ibwerein 
combat with the winds, whi^h,' from'tan- 
couth whittling^ fwelled to-frightful bk?fter- 
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jiigi ^suid at length ieemed tafiony tedk ol 
fire and fury throu^bouc the convulfed at«. 
moi^here ! contending, fecmingly^ with the 
;auted» rolling, roaring element below^ 
which (hould ftrike with migfatieft horrort 
l^e aftoniflied mortals I 

Edmund and Bwtba now betboi^t 
themfelves how they,m^ht beft efcape the 
efiefts of fuch an awiiil ftorm i they had 
fauntered too far from their bouie, and 
were fain to regain their covert in the rock, 
yito whiph, penetrating a little farther^ 
tibey. found a fafe protedion from the vat* 
ciemepcy of the tempeft, and had ftiU aa 
opporttinity of viewing its terrors in per« 
ipe&ive. 

After having been cooped up in thk 
cave for nx>re than an hour, they imagined 
they fpied at a dsftance the appearance o£ 
^ jlk vefiel ftruggling with the jarring billows $ 
but as this figure was as often buried in 
the voids, formed between the hi^-fwelled 
waves^ as it could be ibmetimes difcerned 
«n ih^ furj&ce, tiietr notions about it were 
yet only conje&urai ; but as the wind blew^ 
from the iea» and the half-wreck'd vefiel 
difdaining the power c^ navigation, they 
eoidd perceive that every violent gufi: for^ 
ced the objeft nearer and nearer to their 
eye» until at ki^th they could plsunly dii^

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. ifijftrcft*; md feon the lamciitabl^ ftridctf of 

|i^ri(htng mortals afFcdingly aflailed their 
pitying ears, wheri, mwe earneft for the 
prefervation of their fellow creatures, thatf 
anxious about their owii lafety, they aban- 
doned their covert, and -fighting through*' 
the ftofm, haftened to the fea-fide, which 
they had hardly gained, v^h6n, dreadful to> 
relate ! the bottom, which until then had 
baffled the force of concuffive billows, 
yielded to the quicker Ihock of a hidden 
bank, and loon was fcatter^d in divided 
' pieces ! The pitying fpeftators, filled with* 
every compaffl6nate emotion, vainly 'rifkcd 
their own fafety, by fomctin1e$^ mingling; 
with the fpent tury of the waves, thefooncr 
to ftretch forth their willing arms for the 
telief of fome fufFering mortals, whom the/ 
could now diftinguilh had clung themfclvet 
to different pieces of thefeparated wreck |« 
when looking round them, and the obfcu- 
rity of the fky now giving place again to 
a more reviving light, they obferved, not 
far from them^ too venewible form^, like^ 
hermits, who feemed to have! come down 
to the beach, and to be waitings with the 
fame heavenly intention to adminiftef, if 
polTible, medicine, to the diftreffed. Some 
mariners who by flrength and habit were 
abler to labour againft the waves, fiirft 
£;iund their fa&ty qjjl the welcome fhore, 

and 
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ami were .cotrffiirted fey die united cn-^ 
deawurs of thofe who- hofpftably waited 
for the occafion. But now the eyes of the 
pitying Edmund and his corifort were fixed 
upon , a plank, which they had difcov^rc^ 
to be dill labouring with the ftorm, and 
*yet in a ficuation almoft hopeiefs, and upon 
-which they iinagined they alio faw fomc 
•human figures; ; The manly Edmund could 
«dt long be the beholder onlyof fuch im- 
minent hazard, but in he plunges among 
the waves^ leaving the trembling Bertha*% 
foul aividcd between blame on the ralhnefi 
of ^ her love, and the hopes of feeing him 
accomplifli v^hat he fo generoiifly dared ; 
whilft he, having exerted the power of 
every nerve, approached the unwieldy 
plank, gained the fartheft fide of it, and 
dextroufly p>ilhed it to xht beach before 
him. What words can paint the lively joy 
•which Ibbn difpelled the palid[ fears which 
'had fo exprefEvely diftinguifhed themfelves 
o'er every feature of the lovely Bertha^ now 
Jiot bnl> bkfled in the fafe return of her 
;dearcft Edmund ; but having feen him, by 
ian uhcponimon exertion of a native refolu- 
ition,^ be the happy preferver of a wreck, 
iiichly freighted with a vencrablS Iboking

The good Hermits, not altogether ftran^ 
gen to th& Uke woeful cata^ophies, were 
provided with cordials, well calculated for 
Ibch zSc&^g occafiotts^ by the virtues of 
which, and the returning influence of the 
fun, which had at length triumphed over 
the jfudden and violent invafiixis of the 
Cempeft, the yoiuigeft gentleman began t^ 
(hew figns of unextinguilhfid life : opening 
his eyes, and awakening as it were from 
the dumber of death, he fighed out, O f 
my jE«fj«iztf/— my Eugenia! have I loft 
thee, and do I live ^"-^"^---Eugmiaj who had 
been no le(s the care of Bertha^ and one of 
the Hermits, began alfo to move with the 
reviving pulfations of life, and uttered 
faintly, in fauhering accents,— O! my foul! 
my k)vc ! my Lorn f where art thou ? Far 
thou can*ft not be ! We were too clofely 
linked together for fate to part us !— — The 
ibund, ii^iftin£t as it was, catched the 
ready ears of L^nr, and his eyes foon turned 
to whence it came. The unfolding lids of 
£MgemcfSy made her's now meet the opened 
eyes of Lam ! They looked^ fouls full of

But haflbnin^ too faft to baniih every doubi 
Ho£ their yet fearcely credited exiftence, 
they hurried to embrace, and funk into one 
-another*s arms with fuch extreme emotion, 
that reftoring cordfeU were again as nccef-. 
fary as before.^ Again adminiftered ! again 
revived ! Say, how emphatically the hor- 
rors of the paft-tempeft were now cpntrafted 
by the deliCatenefs of all that's tender f 

Eugenia's returning fenfes.had but juft 
affured h^r of^ier own, and of her beloved's 
fefcty, when, with (till the look of uncom- 
pleted life, ftie tenderly enquired, if any 
thing had been feen of a HPvercnd old gen- 
tleman, who had been a companion in their 
fate«* for alas i .added fhe, how grqatly 
damped Ihall be the prcfent hour of joy, if 
it is to be fowered with the lofs of a father ? 
Age, not fo well able to ftruggle with fa** 
.digues as youth, had rendered the recovery 
or the old gentleman more difficult than 
that of either Lorp ' or Eugenia -, but the 
other Hermit, wheJ-had adminiftered every 
pofllble application to him, finding his re- 
vival yet prec^ious, was now beieeching 
more affiftance, and every one more eager 
than another^ haftened with help, till at 

. • C length. 
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length, by chafing his temples, and forcing 
reftoratives down his throat, he began alfo 
to (hew marks of returning life j to fuftain 
which, however, it was plain, that fome 
place more comfortable than the open 
beach was immediately neceflary.

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By fending this monfter to fuffer that pu- 
nifhmeqt, by my hands, which he owe$ 
to myfelf, to my family^ and to ten thou- 
farid more ! — Look on me, Jngus ! and 
to thy confufion! recolleft, under this 
difguife, the lb much injured Glaniis! 
that fame Glamis^ who has been affronted, 
ruined,, and, to fave that life fo anxioufly 
perfued^ now driven from my native 
country, to wafte out the miferabfe re- 
mains of it in hated exile,- -and ^11 by thy 
damnable counfel to the moft profligate 
of all tyrants ! Behold in that Vretc5h, 
ye generous Englijh ! the . moil wicked, 
the moft abandoned of the humain race ! 
the bane and deftru(Sion of his country f 
the ruin of her ancient nobles ! the op- 
preflbr ot her peopfet and the inftfu- 
ment, in the impious hands 6( MacbetBy 
of butchering the laws and liberties of 
Scotland !* With thefe laft words he un- 
Iheathed a dagger, and, but for the timely 
interpofition of the am.azed company, he 
had inftantly plunged it in the heart of 
JnguSj Fear and filial piety threw the beau- 
tiful Eugenia between her father and the 
intended blow; and love foon fliot the 
ftunned Lprn between the Thane and his 
beloved; and diredting his more wervous 
arm to the hand of the furious G&w/j, he 
ttience^ with difficulty, wrefted the threaten- 
ing;

ing dagger ; and now recognizing Glamts^ 

whom he did not fooncr know,—- * Hold 

♦ noble Thane! (faid the agitated youth) 

Great as thy injuries have been, kt not 

the remembrance o£ them make thee fall 

below thyfelf, below the reputation of 

thy arms, of thy honour and virtue v by ' 

hurrying out of life an old, weak, and 

already half dead gentleman ; who, if he 

has been guilty of the crime imputed to 

him, has, by a variety of fufFerings, in 

fome degree attoned for them. Far fr6fn 

now approving of the arbitrary and cruel 

meafures e^cercifed by Macbeth^ or jtifti- 

fying tlie feeming participation that his 

fituatictfv cxpofed him to in thefe tranfac- 

tions, he reifledts upon therti with fincere 

contrition: and fuppofing him to be as 

criminal as you imagine him^ and totally 

in your power, yet furely . it would be 

more in charaiSer for the noble Glamis to 

confent that he live to wafh off that guilt 

with his tears,, which you would raftily 

punifli with his blood. Know, Glamis^ 

(added he) that although I am not un-jf 

acquainted with the dreadful accufatiohf 

with which his country have blamed himi 

yet at the lame time*l know that his fou^ 

is poffcffed d£ virtues, which the^timei 

and the jealoufy of the tyrant did ncft per- 

* mit him. to enforce. Be therefore, thou 

B % generouS) 
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generous, injured Thane f perluaded ta 
command thy awakened vengeance, nor 
put me to the reludadt nccefllty of op- 
pofing where I have fo much refpe^t^ 
for affure thyfelf,. that while Lorn ii^ 
any blood inf his veins, none IhaM now 
come at the life of Angus ^ bu»t through 
the -heart of LornP * Prodigious ! (re- 
plied the ftill enraged Glamis) what 
ftrange degeneracy ? What unparallelled 
bafenefs I The young Lorn to tprotedb 
that guilty head, by whofe advice his 
own father was treacheroufly murdered I 
by whom his relations are robbed of their 
eftates ! and thofe who could efcape the 
dagger or the poifon, forced, like me, ta 
wander into foreign lands, and to fubfffl: 
on the pitying charity of ftrangens ^ Is 
it pofliblc, that any of the generous blood 
of the great houfe of Argyk isemains ta 
circulate in thy veins, and thou declare 
thyfelf the protedlor of the bafe inftro- 
ment by which thy family has been '{i> 
exceedingly opprefled ! Say, was not 
Angus the very aftive foul of Macbeth ? 
Did that infernal ufurper perpetrate any 
mifchief, or did he contrive the Tuin of 
any noble patriot, without firft confuk- 
inghis concurring t>racle, the haSt Angus t 
Qh I Lorn I thou bearefl: the image of thy 
dear murdered father in thy face \ ba- 

• . V^ftardizc? 
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* ftardize not thyfelf, nor degenerate from 
* ' that noble line and principle, which have . 
^ been fo long illuftriousibr virtue and far 

* honour!* 

EmbarrafTed as the much afFeded Lorn 
ROW ftood before the wdndering Edmund^ 
Bertbdy the other attentive Hermit, and 
the indignant trembling Eugenia \ recol- 
leding himielf, with an equal mixture of 
modefty and grandeur, he thus anfwered 
to the ftinging' reproaches.' of the' venerable \ 
Clamis : ' If I Ihould not be able to jufttfy 

* my honour, and yet defend the life of 

* the father of my dear Eugenia^ 1 will fii- 

* crifke both to thefeverityof yourjwftice* 
^ Butbefirfta juftjudge, lay afide paflion, 

* which never attends the ear of equity 5 
^ and with cool impartiality hear me plelid 

* the caufe I am efpoufing.' 

The compaiTionating hearts of Edmund 
and the real Hermit were greatly moved 
with the exprefllvenefs which appeared on 
both fides of this afFedting fcene ; whilft 
Bertbah feelings for the labouring diftreifes 
of the fair Eugenia.^ reprefented her as fo 
much a Iharcr in her anxiety, that the 
noble Edmund^ willing to put an end to 
fuch a melancholy altercation, now inter* 
pofed ; and addreffing himfelf to the exaf- 
perated Glamis^ delivered himfelf to this 
cflS^: That it was not qow the time 40 

difcu% 



difcvirs the intriQacies of a queftion, whicb 

f appeared to be fo important to the interefts 
of both the parties ; that to complete a 
perfe6t recovery from thofe* unfpeakable 
dangers from which thofe of one fide had 
been ib lately and fo providentially relieved, 
it was yet neceflary that they fliould be ac- 
commodated with many other reftoratives ;. 
and that for his part, he fliould not admit, 
that the rules of hofpitality, which now lay 
at his door to give proofs t)f, fhould be fa 
unreafonably tranfgreffed upon, as to be fo 
immediately interrupted with family con- 

- tentions j and he hoped that the worthy 
Glamis would, for the prefent at leaft, fub- 

, due the rifings of private revenge, as not 
confifte nt with his own good iwiderftanding, .^ 

. Iior juftifiable by the laws of the land th6y 
had come to feek protection in, Thefe 
remonftrances, which were gravely feconded 
by the real Hermit, who reafoned alfo from, 
motives of Chriftianity,. . which difcounte- 
nance revenge of any fort, as totally re^ 

' p^gnant to the precepts of that pure reli- 
gion which ought to be the guide and con- 
duftor of all our aftions. ' By the joint ar- 
guments of thefe worthy perfons, the lately 

. aroufed anger of the vindivSlive Glamis be- 
gan to be appeafed ; and the fenfible heart 
of the abafhed and yet weakly Angus was. 
full with what it had ia vain laboured to 

difcharge,, 
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ctifcharo;^, and which the confiderate Ed^ 
mundj for this time, pot a (bop tO; and 
having provided proper carriages for thfe 
purpofe, they were all fcverally cond^ed 
to the hofpitable poffcffions of their gene- 
rous protedtor. 

The falutary and kind entertainment 
which the ftrangers found in the affeftionate 
applications of Edmund and Bertha^ pro* 
cured a repofc fo. reftorative to them, that 
the next day they were furprifingly reco- 
vered ', and even the old Thane of Jngus 
^as fo much revived, that he was m a con- 
dition to receive the congratulations of 
«very one who condefcended to vifit him ; 
but of all the reft; he being the moft an- 
xious to fee the Thane of Glamis^ he firft 
C3q>refled his defire to be tranfpbrted to the . 
Hermits cave; but every body, from re- 
gard for hrfn, oppofing that attempt, a's 
•yet hazardbus j Edmund^ with the brother 
Hermit, walked out, and fo fuccefsfulfy 
expoftulated -mKktGiamis^ that he was at 
length prevailed on to accompany themih 
*a vifit to Angus^ who no fooner beheld him 
in his apartment, the frowns which he 
-wore on his couiitenante the preceding 
day,i>eing a g6od deal foftened, than wim 
an air of noble complacency he thus ae- 
cofted himt— *-^ So geiierous a vifit » 
!'the man whom I >cmfd$ you hive^buc 

* too 
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too much reafon to hate, touches mc 
much more fenfibly than all thc>fe re- 
proaches with which you loaded me at 
our laft meeting: I wifli for nothing 
more than to convince you, that although 
every appearance, from a too blind obe- 
dience to a tyrannical mafter, is much 
againft me ; yet if you will condf fcend to 
hearken with patience to the fccret hiftory 
of thefe times, and will judge candidly of 
the motives which originally engaged me 
into that diabolical fervice, from, which 
I never had it till now in my power to re- 
tire with fafety, I flatter myfelf, that evea 
the jufl: and rigid Glamis^ if he cannot 
approve, will at leafl: excufe in me the 
involuntary adminiftration of many enor- 
mities, which were repugnant to my na- 
ture, but to which I was obliged to len^ 
my name, or, by my own untimely death, 
make place for fomc wickeder minifter, 
who might not ftudy io much as I did to 
feafon cruelty with moderation/ The 
'OflTended GlamiSj who could not yet con- 
quer entirely his indignation, was, however^ 
extremely difpofed to hear an account of 
the ftrange tranfaftions which had paffed 
in his native country, to which, fince his 
unhappy banifhment, he had been fo totally 
a ftranger ; and well knowing that no other 

perfon was capable to give ib exaA a hiftory 

of 
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<jf them, ht in the mean linie difguifed his* 
reifentment ; and fignifyihg to Angus^ that 
he would liften with great attention to his 
relation, Angus w2ls happy in the eonde- 
fcenlion ; but as the day was rather too far 
(pent, and he yet too weak to undertake 
io intereiting a talk, he propofed, that all 
the gentlemen fhould next morning meet 
in his apartment, and that then he would 
gratify them with the knowledge of fuch 
tranfaftions as would amaze them to hear, 
and fadly affedl him to relate ; but fuggeft- 
ing that, as for the fake of truth, he fliould 
be obliged to difplay many intrigues, plots 
and cabals, rather improper for gentle ears, 
he deiSred that the ladies, efpecially his 
daughter Eugenia^ as too much perfonally 
cohcerned in feme of them, might contrive 
lor themfelves fome other amufcuient. 

Every member of this little company 
ivas more impatient than another, until the 
hour fliould arrive that was to bring them 
■ together the next morning. The Thane of 
Angus was prepared for the meeting, and 
how foon ^hey^^ii^re convened, and the 
common falutations of the day performed^ 
he proceeded with great precifion and fen- 
fibility through the J^llowing affedting and 
interefting circumftWnees. 

*' I being five yea'rs older than Macbeth^ 
iriy'li^earance in the court of King Duncan 

was 
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' was very rilgh by fo much tarlicr than his 5 ♦ 
and as I myfelf had met with no unfavour- 
able reception, but was rather regarded as 
one of the foremoft in the courtly circle, I 
had a ftiare in Macietb*s introdu6tion, while 
he was yet but one and twenty years of age. 
His noble and fpri^htly deportment gained 
a prejudice in his favour with both fexes; 
and I cannoc help acknowledging, that he 
loon made very ftrong impreflions upon 
jme. At that aeara there feemed to be a 
' fimilarity in our difpofitions, which in a 
manner pre-occu pied, one another's appro- 
bation. We were both tinflured with am- 
bition, but as that had not then rifen to 
fuch a pitch of predominance, as to fubdue 
fofter paflions, we had at the fame time no 
fmall propenfity to the amorous. It was 
therefore, that in the commencement of our 
acquaintance, the greateft Ihare of our in- 
duftry was devoted to love ; and intriguing 
with the ladies, employed, in thefe days, 
more of our time than the intrigues o£ the 
Hate. 

* Amongfl: all the fair who adorned this 
court, none fhone with fo much influence 
as the two lately married daughters of the 
Thane oi Broad- Mbain^ Jaquenetta and Ana^ 
belia. The firft was wife to the Thane of 
Gaurey^ and the other to the Thane of Kyle^ 
Wiho yrere both men of power in the court 1

Cam-^y and the other to the Thant of Kyle^ 
who were both men of power at court j 
but being much more advanced in years 
than their ladies, and not fuppofed equal 
ro thofe fires, which the addreflfes of the 
^ay and gallant, with youth, were likely 
tt) infpire in the breafts of young perfons of 
their beauty and quality ; thefe amiable 
<ircatures were greatly expofed to the ur- 
^lery of ' fweet nelrts, beftter I'uked to their 
years. Jaqumetta had, I bKifti to confefs 
it, kindled a ftame in my hearty which I 
had not virtue enough to fubdue ; and 
Anabdla it feemed had rfiade no lefe int- 
prefllon in the breaft o{ Macbe4h.'^t wduld 
be to give my relation, too much the air of 
romance, to be particular in the various 
ftratagems we employed to feduce them, 
and of the fuccefs which both of us at 
length had our applicarions crowned with,; 
let it fuffice to inform you, that our afliduity 
met with no unfavourable reception^ th^t 
in a Ihort time we were happy to our wifh ; 
and that it was perhaps owing to the con** 
neftions in thefe amours, and to fome cir- 
cumftances attending them, that firft cre- 
ated a confidence, and at laft infenfibly, 
formed llich a league, between Macbeth 
and n:ci as it was hardly poflible to 
diffolve^*' 
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. ** It would be, continued the Thane, at 
tinfuitable at my time of life, as it is in- 
confiftent with my prefent way of thinking, 
to entertain you my friends, with tales of 
love, and yet as they are in fomc relpe6t 
neceflary to elucidate the contradiftions of 
which fo Angular a charafter wascompofed ; 
here you will find the account of Macbeth'^ 
intrigue witfi Lady Kyky as taken from his 
own diftion, fqr m theje day? we were fo 
entirely impregnated with a mutual appro- 
bation, that we began this ftrong inftance 
of it, r by recording the relatio^i he gave 
of his affair with Anahella^ and he of mine 
with her Cfter, and it will probably aftonifli. 
you to obferve, that a man fo fufceptible 
of the finer touches of amour, could be 
poflefled of a foul fo capable of rapacity 
and tyranny- It is true, thefe amours were 
founded in guilt, and it is with remorfe I 
niow own.it, that even the foftefl paffion 
when infpired hy criminality can 
only find room in fuch breafts as are 
open to other vices^^ the influence they had 
in ful^fequent tranfaftions makes it neceflary 
to mention them, and your reading them 
over will be a remifliait to me from the fa- 
tigue of the narration." Edmund took the 
j^per and from thence continued the detail 
as if there had been no interruption. 

Macbeth 
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^^ Macbeth ona night, having an aflignation 
'With Anabella^ to which for the fake of both 
her's, and his own reputation no mortal was 
privy, he went alone to the rendezvous : 
he was waiting for the agreed Cgnal;, by 
the fide t>f a garden wall, ' when his liften- 
ing ears catched the alarm of fome peribns, 
as if advancing from another quarter ;.he 
fought in a void by the garden door to 
conceal himfelf, in hopes thofe whom 
he judged to be approaclung, ml^ht in the 
^ark pafs by, without difcovering him v 
but contrary to his cxpc£kation, they took, 
poft juft by him> and then he heard one 
of the company, thus, accoft the reft — 
" Watch this poft with all care, it cannot 
be long 'ere he eome ; my intelligence is 
certain \ and how foon he appears, be it 
your care to prevent his eicaping, and 
thereby to have in his power the dilcovery 
of pur enterprize. — Befides the reward f 
have promifed, you will have the fatis- 
faftion of punifhing a man, who has in- 
jured yourfelves, by having obtained thofe 
places once enjoyed by you, for fome of 
his own creatures \ when he is difpatched,, 
thefe places, will be in my father*s pov/er,. 
you know my influence with him, and you 
may rely upon, my ufing it for men, who 
by the deftrudtion, of my preferred rivals 
Ihall open for me a lefs interrupted paflage 
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to the dear objeft of my paffioji.** — ikfef- 
beth immediately diftinguimed by the voice, 
that this cowardly harrangue was uttered^ 
by no other than Tburfoj fon to the old 
Thane of Caithnefs^ whom he knew to be 
not only his rival in the love of Anabella^ 
but one who had fruitlefly dilputed the 
King's favour, with him ; but how it was^ 
poflible for him, to preferve both reputa- 
tion and perfon, in fpch a terrtble dilemma^ 
where his fingle arm muft be oppofed, toi 
thofe of three or four; he knew noL— ^ 
Thurfo who had no mind to be known in 
this dirty matter himfelf, having leraployed 
three of the moft worthlefs of his clan,, 
who had for diffbrejit malverianons bceai 
difmifled from offices they enjbyed under 
the crown, and for which debhvatioi) he* 
had influenced them to blame Macbithy he^J 
Ifay!, withdrew after the delivery^ his charge 
tp them; and they in looking about for the 
moft retired comer to conceal themfelves 
ih, were entering the very porch;, Whei^e 
Macbeth was hid, whcn.inftantjy urilheath* 
ing his fword, he fuddejily leaped through 
them, and gained a more open fituatlon i 
the affaflins purfued, and pX once he had all 
the three fwords pointed againft him; to fuch 
a fuperiority, he muft no doubt have fpon 
fubmitted with his life, had it not happened 
to he my good, or rather ill, fortune^ 
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having that very moment, left Icfs inter- 
rupted joys in the arms of Jaquenetta^ who 
lived in a houfe almoft adjoining to her 
filler's J had it not happened, I fay to be my 
fortune to arrive in the' inftant. — 1 did not 
immediately 1cnow Macbeth^ nor had then 
any remarkable intimacies pafled between 
Us i but the inequality of the engagement, . 
and the apparent barbarity of the aflault, 
foon determined me, on which fide to join 
my endeavours : I drew my fword, and 
placing myfelf clofe by MacbetBy bid him 
tear nothing from fuch aggreffors^ for the 
bafe hearts, that had been capable of at- 
tacking a fi'ngle gentleman, w^ould certainly 
be forced to fubmit to the more generous, 
and united ftrength of two honelt men ! — 
1 had fcarcely laid fo much, when, as if 
my words and prefcnce had infpir'd him 
with frefti vigour, he made a furious pafs, 
and laid one of the three ruffians dead at 
our feet : the other two, having now neither 
the advantage of numbers, nor of a good 
caufe, began to fave themfelves by flight ; 
but Tburjo who waited the event, at no 
; great diftance j and whofe refentment againft 
^ Macbeth^ was, by the defeat of his brava- 
does rather aggravated than abated, inter- 
rupted their elcape, and upbraiding their 
dallardlinefs, had the impudence, with 
fword in hand, to lead them hack bimfdif 
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to jthc tafe aOaflijiation : Moflftb ftwd ojv 
on his defence, and by an artful ^ddr^f? to 
the ruffians, and in^rea^jng pp not fp diiho- 
npur any more piy f>ybrd, in cpmb^tii 

with afl^ffins, he perfwadp4 ^^^^ ^P d<^fi. ^ 
?nd tp let.th? ypPAg Caitbn^fs pfove bini- 
ftrlf wcMthy or not, of the prize he courted, 
by contending it with him finely : it wa^- 
* impoflible, \x\ (iKrh a fitwation, TQr fburjp 
to fhun tK^ chailengp, and therefore, nov 
fummoning hH the falifc courage he was 
nnafter of, in aid of his revenge, he aflaulted 
the mpre dextrous Macietb with evtvf mark 
of fury •, but he was (quickly convinced of 
his antagonift's fupenority, by receiving: 
from his Tword fuch a defperate wound, '^s^ 
in an inftant, made him tumble at his fe^t.: 
and could now only gratify his difappointed 
wrath, in growling imprecations upon the 
head of bis conqueror j and againft the top 
lovely, but partial AnabeUa ! — MacbetBr^ 
threatened by another ftajb, to punifti his 
bafenefs, and to put it out of his power, ta 
give any account of the caufe ot hk fall, 
io as to injure the peace and repupatioa^ 
of Analella j but upon my remonftrating, 
that to repeat the wounds he had fo fairly 
given, while the other was in a ftate of d^- 
fence, would now that he lay defencdcfs on 
the'ground, be deeired unworthy of hinci, and 

j^ye icifc to calumny j hs^ was eafily pre- 
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Fl^ikd Wh» ^nd ;bm Tbifrfa was left tq 
(he care of his twa ruffians, who we ima- 
giopd were pot far off, although kar had 
rp(norp4 ^Heiu fropi our view. — 1 offered ^q 
^tteixi Macbeilf ?o his aiwtments, which he 
willingly 4CCept^ of^ ior although till now 
^ b^d QQt been ferifible of thcni, yet ir> 
;Ae fury qf 7kmf4^*^ firft onfcc, he had 
givep him two flight wounds^ one of \\ hich 
Weeding pretty plentifully, had rendered 
h\tt\ foipewhat faintifb» I fupported him 
hocDC, fent in^raediateiy for a wrgcon, and 
amidi^ a thouiand exprefllons of the warxnefl; 
gratitude, 1 waited tiU his w;ouads were / 
dreffed^ and as there was no fort of danger 
in th^n), I left him to his repofe, — I went 
next morqing tp enquire how he did, he rei- 
ceived nae with oui^i^rlels careffes, faid f 
was his preferver, and affured m^ that whil? 
lie liv^dl^ he would ftudy to convicKe me of 
the deep fenie he had of the iervice I had dpoe^ 
him : in fine, there appeared to l;>e fq tpucb 
fincerity,. and cordiality in the fentiments of 
[ratitude, with which he then courted niy 
iendihip, that I ihall confefs he excited in 
me a prejudice in his favour, which ex^ 
ceeded any things I had ever to that hou$r ' 
felt for mankind ; fuch a mutual approba- 
tion of one another, could noLfail to grow 
lip to fuch a confidence, as produced th«^€ 
j^ngulat unioa a^4 ^^^Jy ^^^h iplO^nd nsp 
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in connexions with him, fo much longer 
than his a&ions, with rcmorfe I acknowledge 
it, defcrvcd the countenance of the patriot 

or honeft man.— Having upon this oc- 

fion however, reciprocally exchanged en- 
gagements of the moft inviolable fricnd- 
fhip ; I will not delay, my dear preferver, 
faid he, to give you the ftrongeft tefthnony, 
that one man is capable of giving to ano- 
ther, of that confidence, which I think you 
only dcferve, by communicating to you' a. 
fecret which no perfan on earth knows, or 
Ihouki ever know from me but yourfelf ';, 
although from what ha^^pcned laft night, I 
am afraid the charming Anabelh through, 
fomc fatal neceflity, muft have trufted it witk 
fonie confidante of hers. It is, my dear friend,, 
on account of a preference which that 
matchlefs creature has blefs'd me with *, that 
the anAitious, tho' cowardly, fon oiCaitb- 
ttefs has been provoked to enterprize the 
fcene of bafenefe which you found him em- 
ployed in J and by what 1 heard him fay; as 
he charged his meaner fbuled inftruments, 
with the execution of his Unmanly purpofe,

to be miftrefs tp the mod accon^li&ed ot 
the human race ; yet, my worthy friend. So 
amazingly fortiinate have I been, as to have 
renK^ered myfdlf agreeable tx) that charmer ; 
aAd with her, when occafion can be found, 
tQ revel in fuch traniborts, as Ihe alone can 
bieftow-~yet thcfe oeliahts, of which u^w- 
£/X^ herfelf would nowSe no churl, arc, \ikc 
cYtry thing cJie that's rare, not to bp 
purchafed wijhout diificukies; The huff- 
pandf rather uxorious, than otberwxie, has 
f»w avocations abroad, and thofe he h^^ 
are fo uncertain, that fometimes interrMipttian 
itfel^ and fometimes the £ear of it, have hi- 
therto prjevented my being regsCbed with a 
beUy-fuil of Love.r— Permit me, continu^

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believe that I flighted fo defirablc an invr- ^w 
tation; I waited, or more .properly lingered* 

' with the utmoft impatience, until the ap- 
pointed minute arrived, and then with alt 
the ardour of enthrrfiaftic love : I haftened 
me to the field of beauty ! And there f— 
*tis yet a heaven to relate it ! I found, the 
charmer of my foul, in a negligent, bur 
bewitching uridrefs ; through the Aim ele*^ 

' gancc of which, the perfcdt proportion of 
every part, fwelling upon the imagination,, 
commanded by irrefiftible attraftion, aa 
admiration not* to 'bt, awakened by all the* 
pomp, which drefs can borrow from em- 

' brcidery or jewels! — It muft be the mod 
luxuriant fancy, and not words, that can dc- 

' fcribc to you, the thrilling emotions which 

' now circulated thro' every Member of the 

* enchanted Macbeth f to be fliort, after fully 
•feafting my ravifhed eyes, and gratifying, 
' ieveiy amorous touch ; I had jufl plunged 
-into fruition! when O! more than cruel 
■ intervention ! the voice of the old Thane 

* ftartled us from a neighbouring chamber !— 
and forced me, reluftant, to retire, and 
raging, leave the uncompleted banquet I— 

* Danger inevitable now confounded both ^ — 
hardly one moment for confideration i fo 
that I thought of no other refource than, 

* by my fword, to gain our immediate deli- 
vcraricc.— But happily for the Thane, and 

na 
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no Icfs fortunate for us, the lucky accident 
of learching for what he had forgotten de- 
tained him fome minutes in the anticham- 
ber; this gave. the half diftraded y4na- 
bella time to recover her fcattered fenfes, 
the confequence of which .was, that Ihe di- 
reded me, to crefip immediately under the 
bed as the only hiding place our fituation 
afforded ; I however without either thought 
or hefitation inftantly complied -, and had 
juft fquatted in my irkfome retreat, and 
jflie but half adjufted, when in entered the 
unfufpefting Thane : Anahella had placed 
herfelf on the couch, the better to conceal 
any impreflions, which might have been 
vifible there : he appeared at firft furprized ; 
and afked her. Why in that undrefs ? — She 
anfwered with amazing readinefs ; that the 
day had been intolerably hot ; and that as . 
he had gone from home, Ihe was deter- 
mined to fee no company ; (he intended 
therefore to dream away the fuUry hpurs, ia 
refrefhing flumbers. and had unrob'd her- 
felf, for her mpre eafy repofe. -The in- 
viting difhabile^ and engaging attitude, be 
found her in, even began ^o quicken un- 
ufual emotions in the grave Thane ; he 
feated himfelf by her, and became a recent 
proof, that fuch exquiQte charms as the 
tempting Anahella pofTe^Ted, could invigo- 
i-ate the half chilled faculties of age itfeif :

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Ill 6bc, profiting of the privifcgcs of a hvrs- 
band, he proceeded to amufc himftlf with 
liberties which fhe would fain havedifpen- 
ftd withj ahd which were tx> me as fhocking^ 
36 a view of the happinefs of the firft haman 
pair, was to the fight of the envying devil. 
She vafed *very means her.art could fuggefV^ 
to poftpone at leaft, an enjoyment, Whicli 
at that juBdure ihuft be thcnrpre difguft- 
fVal to herfclf, as fhe knew it would be tor- 
menting to me : fhe affefted indifpofition^ 
iiflumed a Countenance of ill humour ; fhe 
flruggfcd ; fhe fcolded* ; but as every op- 
pofition ferves rather to whctten than abate 
the amorous rage, fo it wa» with old Kyky 
whole eagcrncfs increafing by refiftance, at 
length matrimonially laboured, to perfbrm 
the office of a lover ! Whilft the unwilling 
Anahllaj fubmitting to the authority of a 
hufband, in the fame inftant that fhe gave 
pleafure to one who was then very indif- 
ferent to her, was extended tortures to the 
man fhe loved !—— Patience however^ ha- 
ving endured the conjugal confli£k| and the 
Thane^s unfinifhed bufifiefs ftill waiting for 
him at a diftance, he was obliged to retire i 
although he was on this occafion fo re- 
markably enamoured of the degagee air he 
catched Anakella in, that he embraced her 
at parting with uncommon ardour, pro- 
miied (what (he could have cxcufed him ' 

fromX 
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from^ not to Qeep from home If poffible, 
alid finally, curfed that bufinefs which 
Ihotuld ever make it neceflary for him> to 
to be an hour abfcnt from fo delightful a 
companion.'* . 

* Loofely attired as (he was^ (he at- 
tended him down ftairs, not fo much from, 
regard or compliment, as to fee him . re- 
mount his fteed, and be thereby aflured 
that he was really gone. She quickly re-. 
afcended and having fecured all the doors, 
approached withmoft compaffionating com-, 
placency to welcome my enlargement from 
that ungracious confinement, out cf which 
I had juft emerged.— A concioufnefs of her, 
having been the reluftaht inftrument of fo 
nuich torment to a perfon beloved by hep, 
overfprcad her lovely countenance with the, 
molt expreflive bluflies ; O ! do not hate 
rtie, my dear Macbeth^ faid Ihe, for what I 
could not help, confiftently with your 
lafety; for believe me, my Lord, my 
anxiety to fupprefs every appearance of 
' fufpicion, and to (horten the moments of 
your difmal confinement, had more preva- 
lence over my involuntary mind, than all 
the arguments of conjugal authority. I 
haftily caught her in my arms, and inter- 
rupted her with glowing kifles ! To hatq 
you, I afffwered, is impoffible! But OI 
how much more than ever do I hate your 
• E deteftcd 
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dcteilcd bjuiband ? O \ may the more ge- 
nerous bcaft he rides revenge my quarrel, 
and by a well-timed tofs, fo effeftually dif- 
dble him, that he may never be again in a 
capacity to rifle thofe fweets, which were 
bellowed for the bleffings of youth, and 
not to be abufed by the infipid pawings of 
old age.— But no more of the baneful fub- 
jeft.-^Let us now rekindle the more equal 
flames of love, and drown all thought of 
care in airrents of fubftantial joy !— ^-No I 
faid Anabella^ I will not give pollution to. 
the arms I love ! I will follow the ufaec of 
rf\e ancients, and by ablution cleanfe mc 
of the ftains Tve fufftred ! — So faying, flic: 
difengagcd herfelf from the clofe embrace, 
ind hurrying through different apartments,. 
at lafl: unfolding a double door, flie threw 
afide her bofe. attire, and plunged into a, 
well-prcpired bath; The floating beauties, 
which now infla:med my agitated fouU en- 
hanced, if pofllble, the extacy I had felt 
Before \ — ^Air patience left me ; I rather 
lofc^ than pulled off my clothes, and rulhed 
into this^ new, this liquid fcene of love ! 
If ever you have feen the genuine, tranf- 
ports of the fwcUing necked fwafts, whea 
prompted' by genial inftindt to frolick onr 
the fuffaining; fufface of the fliream, how. 
they bill and twine, and twine and bill,, 
ami proudly expand the ^ings of gjladnefs 

which 
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-which they feci ! So were the joyous em- 
braces of my love and me ! Like them too 
we might have (ported longer, but the 
more delicate frame of the lovely Anabella 
being the firft fufceptible of the too cooling 
element, began, by gentle fluverings, to 
intimate an inclination to change the fcenc. 
I fupported her to the fteps on the farther 
'fide, where towels, and other convenicncies 
for the occaiion, were to be found. We 
performed, with mutual tranfports, the 
offices of bathing waiters for each other, 
and I foon revived in my lovely Naied thofe 
warm ch-culations, which had for a little 
time been chilled* She attired herfelf as 
before ; and, tauftht by her example, 1 ra« 
ther hung my vcftmcnts over me than put 
them on. The nymph, refleftive, viewed 
with approving blufhei the unmeditated 
liovdty of the fcene, and avcry beauty c^ 
the lovdy image was thereby amazingly ii^- 
proved •, in this fdnefs ot delight^. 1 led 
her, unrduftant, through the different pat 
fages, and regained the apartment firfl de- 
figned for amorous fpotti and there, in 
cxtacies unutterable, we re-communicated 
reciprocal delights 1 — Unwilling, yet,, to 
caft a thought on thofe hours io pleaiantly 
foent in amorous dalliance, the evening- s 
dulk, however, gave us warning, that mu- 
tual fafcty demanded we fhould part : full

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time it was, for I had not proceeded many 
yards from the feat of all my joy, when I 
* could perceive the cheated Thane advan-. 

cing to his houfe. A tedious week has 

pafled fince that delightful day j and until 
ycfterday, it had not been in Anabtlla^% 
power to blefs me with another opportu- 
nity : it was then, that in obedience to a 
mandate from her own fair hand, I hoped 
to find her in the pavilion of her garden, 
Ihe having, by reafon of a feigned indifpp- 
JTitiori, proppfed to the Thane to fleep alone 
in a feparate apartment. The reft, my 
dear friend, you know; and thence you 
may judge how unhappy I feel myfelf, for 
fear of my charmer's reputation/ 

* I exprefled the moft perfeft fenfibility 
of the confidence with which Macbeth had 
honoured me ; bid him hope for every fer- 
vice I could do for him, in difappointing 
the confequences of what he feared j and, 
as the beft return I could make him for 
that truft he had repofed in me, I told him 
he fliould immediately be the confidant to 
an affair of mine, of the fame nature, and 
to me equally interefling, I then commu- 
nicated to him, that Jaquenetta^ the beau- 
' tiful fifter of his beloved Anabellaj was no 
lefs the objeft of my adoration than Am- 
hella was of his ! That I was not lefs happy 
' (han he in the moft favourable returns fof 
• my 
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my love ; with this difference, that my in- 
triguing meeting with no other obftruoioas 
than fuch as decency render ncceflary, my 
appetite was not whetted by the lame fo^t 
of difficulties which gave a relifh to his, 
but .which however, to one of my more 
fedate difpolition, does by no means leilen 
the enjoyment. — ^You know (I faid) the 
two fadtions, which pretend to divide the 
court i thofe of Caitbnefs and of Rofi. 
Caury^ the hufband of my engaging Jaque-- 
netiay is wholly in the intereft of Rofi^ 
from whofe favour with the king he pro- 
mi fes himfelf no little influence: ambition 
is his chief aim, to that he facrifices every 
other confideration, and makes him un- 
commonly anxious to engage all the young 
noblemen he can, to efpoufe the fadion of 
Rofs 5 and carefully adapts his baits to the 
inclinations of the party he would profely te ; 
aiid as youth is for the moil part m purfuit 
of pleasures, under the influence of fome 
one predominant paflion ; one he entertains 
with mufic i to another he covers his tab|e 
with the mofl: coftly rcpafts \ a third he wjl 
mount upon the fined: liorfe of his ftable& ; 
and amongft fome^ he will even diffipatc hjs 
money at play. He was not long of 4¥- 
covering, that the bent of my inclinations 
leaned another way^ and from a^fteady ip- 
jplication to my k>ok3, he foon read from 
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ixxy eyes, that the fair Jaquenetta was the 
' dearcft objeft of my foul : — the difcoverjr 
* gave him more joy than difturbance \ he 
was happy to think, that he had in his 
power a bribe, that might engage me to 
r abandon a party he imagined I Was before 
inclined to : invitations to his houfe bccatiie 
;nore than ufually frequent; he carefled 
me With the affeftions of a brother, and 
afliired me of fuch a preference in his 
efteem, that he would conftantly employ 
all hii power to ferve me. After dinner, 
he wou\d artfully contrive fuch amufements 
for the reft of his company, as bcft fuited 
their refpeftive palates, that he might give 
me the better opportunities of offering my 
addrefles to his wife ; and leave her to im- 
prove upon the leflbn fhe had got from 
him to foUicit my inclinations in favour of 
the Thane of Rofs. Such a foUicitrefs, 
you may be flire, could not, to one of my 
complexion, and who was truly enamoured 
paffionately with her perfon, urge a fuit in 
vain. It is true, that on purpofe to enhance 
the value of the condefcenfion I intended 
to pay her, I reprefented my attachments 
for the houfe of Caitbnefs to be much 
deeper founded than in fa£t they ever had 
been ; for if the truth had been known, 
the facrifice I was to make her was but little 
worth the courting^ fince^i in J3\y private 
- " opinioi^ 
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opinion, neither of the contending parties 
merited the approbation pf any man of 
confequence; and I aiTured myfelf^ that it' 
could not be a long ^hile before fonle 
other, as powerful, and more deferving 
than either of them, would fupercede them 
both : however, if I had before made niy 
eledion upon neither of the fides, the 
powerful applications of- Jaquenetta now 
certainly determined me, but not without 
, perfuadmg her, that the arguments of her 
eyes, which were ten thousand times more 
irrefiflible than every other plea that could 
. be urged in favour of the Thane of Rofsj 
\ had alone commanded my inclinations, as 
effedtually as her matchleu charms had cap- 
. tivated.my heart.— -It was with joy I per- 
ceived that the tendernefs with which I 
. poured forth my fentiments for her, was 
not diiregarded ; and although, in the be- 
ginning, ihe conduced herfelf with a de- 
corum which forbid the moil diftant ap^ 
proaches of any thing indelicate, yet, by 
the almoft daily opportunities with which 
. her good-natured Thane furnifhed me of 
.enforcing my fuit, I had the fatisfadion to 
find that I gained fome ground in every 
interview •, in fo much, that after the third 
or fourth ferious conference, the exprefiions 
of my pallion grew warmer and warmer, 

wd were liftqned to without that repugr 
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nance with which (he checked them in tKc 
beginning of our acquaintance. I dared, now, 
to approach her lovely perfon, to grafjp hir 

^ trembling hand, and ravifh an intoxicating 
kifs, without afiironting her. Upon thefe, 
and fuch like introduftory advances, refin- 
ance on her part became weaker, as paffion 
on my fide gathered greater force, and 
hurried on to unrepufied liberties, which 
filled my every nerve with vaft emotion'! 
On one tempting occafion, preflSng her tx> 
my glowing bofom, I could perceive, from 
the enchanting movement of her*s, that love 
was pleading as fuccefsfuUy for me as file had 
follicited iovRofs ! With my moiftened lips 
glued to her fnowy neck, I fmothered op- 
pofirion, and fucked confent to joy ! — She 
funk in my embrace! — I vowed eternal 
fidelity and love ! and profiting of the 
lucky minute, reveUed in thofe fweets 
which bouriteous nature has provided to 

make life worthy mankind's care! > 

This, the firft fcenc of our felicity, being 
happily clofed, the charmer gently reproved 
mt for having catched an advantage over 
her weaknefs; faying, that although the 
power of refiftance had been difarmed by 
Ib^ warm applications, yet her heart en- 

^tirely dif^plroved of her folly, I foothed 
Jier wdlaffefted repentance, bypromifes, 
1«>C oiily t^ die mpft inviokblc attachment 

which 
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which the fincereft love and gratitude for 
the Uiis (he had beftowed could enfure, 
but I made frefh proteftations to her, that 
my intereft and operations at court (hould 
be totally at her difpofal. I prelTed her to 
name the happy hour, when I might renew 
my profefllons, but loo nice a delicacy 
would not. permit her at that jundlure to 
fatisfy my requeft ; yet, when with a lover's 
falute, 1 took my leave, (he difmifled me 
with a fmile that -was not unpromifing. 
In conformity to my engagement, I the 
very next court day openly aflbciated 
wicn Rofs^s party, to the no fmall furprize 
of many nobles, who had long laboured in 
vain to procure a declaration from me. 
You yourfelf, I believe, wondered at it ; 
and to this hour, the caufe of fo fudden an 
effeft^ is only known to Jaquenetta^ her 
hufband, to love, and now to Macbeth! 
For as courtly ftrife is by no ibrt of means 
. aftuated by motives of public good, but is 
merely a contention for power, for places^ 
and for the king's ear ; I look'd at the par- 
ties until that moment with fuch an indif- 
ferent eye, that a much leis cogent argu« 
ment than the ineftimable love oijaquenetta 
-would have (wayed me to either fide,— • 
And now , my dear Macbeth j in return of 
yours, you are now the only confident in 
the amour of your charming AnabeM% 
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fiftcr— And fupcrlatively happy I am, 
plied Macbetby in fuch an interefting con- 
fidence.— It looks as if our fouls were, by 
£> fympathetic a connedUon, deftined to 
an intimacy, which I fhall ftudy to improve 
to our mutual advantage. We exchanged 
vows of unalterable friendfhip for oi|e an- 
other, the firft proqf of which fell to my 
(hare, by an anxious appearance at court, 
to learn what had become of the young 
Caithmfsy and what animadverfions had 
b^eo made upon the Tubjeifk of his wiounds. 
I wa§ earlier than ordinary, and yet the 
Thane of Caithnefs had got the ftart of me, 
"With unufual fury in his countenance, he 
iM:<:ofled me, as he propofcd to do by every 
noblemao that catered, and endeavoured 
to prepoiTefs me againil Macbeth^ by greac- 
ly aggravating every circumftance of the * 
sd&ult, an unmanly <»ie, as he termed it, 
upon his fon* He remonftrated> That if 
fuch excefles were permitted to go unpu- 
niflxed, even with Princes of the bloody 
opnc of the nobility (hould be fafe, in at- 
tempting to oppofe them in the perpetra- 
tion of the moft unjuflifiable outrages. — 
That MuhtFs aflauit upon the life of his 
ibn^had no other provocation, than that 
^burfoj feeing three innocent gentlemen 
overpowered by numbers of bravadoes, 
wlu) attended to fupport Macbith in fome 
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ftftpet and defoerate cntcrprize ; he bravely 
joined himfeir to the weakeft fide, and fell' 
a facrifice to his generofity: That thefe 
gentlemen had been remarkably the objeAs^ 
of Macbeth^s refcntment, he having before 
^t them difmiifed fpom profitable places, 
to make room for ibme of his own crea- 
txu^es ; and that next he purpofed to fend 
them out of the world j for that one ot 
themv an old gentleman, had adtually 
fItUen in defence of his Ibn^ who was hardly 
puflied by forae of Macbetb\ defperadoes ! 
In this manner did old Caitbnefs very for- 
.cibly reprefent his fon*s cafe, and fuppli- 
cftted every nobleman to furround the king, 
how foon he fhould enter the audience- 
chamber, and demand the Royal Jufticc 
upon fuch a flagitious afiaffination l-^Al-^ 
though Qaitbnefs was not of the blood roy- 
al) hie was a powerful man in his own 
country, by which he had gained fuch an 
intercft with the king, that could he have 
carried thisj wcH-framed tale into belief, 
and in faft it made impreflldn upon many, 
it muft have gone hard mihMacbetb^ then^ 
but young: at couirt,. and not much favoured 
by the: King. CaiiBnefs had obferved, th^t ; 
his r elation. was attetidbd to by noe rather 
oontemptuonfly than otherwife; he now 
therefore kfe me out of the cir^lfe oi his 
abettors, and whi%6red anictogi^^ his- inti^ 

mates. 
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mates, that he feared this outrage, barba^ 
rous as it was, would be palliated by all 
the faftion of the Thane of Rofs ; although 
Rofs himfelf, who by this time had joined 
the courtiers, and giving credit to the af- 
fcrtions of his rival Caithnefs^ was one of 
the foremoft to condemn Macbeth. The 
King being entered, the old Thane of 
Caithnefsj with tears in his eyes, and fup- 

Eorted by a train of followers, fell on hi« 
nees before the King, briefly recounted 
the tragical ftory of the alTault^ and fuppli* 
cated juitice for the lofs of a noble fon, 
who then lay expiring with the wounds he 
had received from a band of ruffians headed 
by Macbeth. His complaint was feconded, 
not only by all his own, but by many of 
the Rofs faction ; and the enraged Duncan 
was ready to pronounce an order for the 
immediate fecuring of Macbeth^ until the 
event of Tharfoe^s life or death fhould con- 
ftitute the criminality of the si&ion ; when 
I interpofed, and humbly prayed his Ma- 
lefly 's attention for a moment ; and having 
his permiffion to ipeak, I briefly, but with 
firmnefs, told him, * That, to my certain 
knowledge, the old Thane himfelf had 
been grofsly impofed upon, and that now 
he had endeavoured alio to impofe upon 
his King : That no pcrfon then . prefent, 
but rnyfelf) was capable of putting the true 
*"- ^ light 



ifced i h6md dnt, btit hoMd dir'tfie part 
trf Tbt(rfie^ aox on the part of Macbeth f 
^o, but fbr irty jjccidcnwl ifttcfventfon,

gaged nxe to aflift theweajceft; aoiaani- 
ihatcd'^^^iiiy arrival, he pufhed hfs adver- 
fanes with redoufelcd force, and inltantly 
hid one of them* fprawling at his feet. 
The othtr^ two daftards fought to cfcape, 
but were interrupted by their maftef Tbiir- 
fif^ who till then lay in ambulh waiting the^ 
evfertt. fie reproached thetri ; with cow* 
fltfdice, iind led them back hinifelf to renew* 
die a^atrk v when Mdchth inflrantly pro- 
pofed, that as his quarrel was only with 
liim, they fhould fingly decide it. Thur-^ 
fit^ thus provoked to fan- combat, unwilling 

F as 
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as he ipight be.to accept ii^ ^cquld iic^ well 
refufe the honour^bk chali?xige,,the rather^ 
that his emiiTaries fhewed no great inclina-* 
tion to run any farther rilk with him. — 
M^cbftb fuftained the firft oqfet frpm Tbur^ 
foe^ and, the wounds he received, tjho* no$^ 
dan^roii^^,, confine him, nevertheleis, at 
^his moment, to his chamber : but after twc^ 
or three turns, it was the fate of ^hurfoe to^ 
^ield to the braver arm of his more honour- 
able antagonift. This, my Royal Maftcr,!^ 
is the trvie account of the falfified rclatipft 
you hafre heard. I hope i need not appeisut 
to the evidence of two villains ir\ fuppori> 
of the teftimonv I have ^iven j and yet, \t 
Caithnefs (houla difcredit mine, I am con-» 
vinced that they durft not, in the Royal 
Prefence, contradift the faft, as I have 
told it/ ' . M . 

I ' l^'he rgood King was at ojticc njpved 
with indignation agairift the fon, whilft he 
could nof help compaflionating the deluded 
father, who flunk, confounded, from the 
Royd Prefcnce.' 

' The heads of the Rofs fadipn being by,- 
triumphed in this affront upon th^ir rivafV 
family,* and courted every opportynity qt 
engaging Macbeth to ht pf their jparty.j 
They efpoufed his caufe with great warmth, ^ 
riot fo much in honour of hi^felf^ , as to 

throw the more dilhonour upon thfc intereft' 

'- - •• •- • ' • •''" ."'''' of' 
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of their ad verfarics^ which from that hour 
began to decline, and as faft did MacbetV% 
reputation and his power begin to rife >— 
and from thence indeed may be dated the 
commencement of all thpfe honours he 
afterwards acquired, as well as that fatal 
ambition, which grew with power to ty- 
ranny, and, in all probability, from tyranny 
to ruin ! . 

* 'the Rojftm^ that they pight the bet- 
ter avail themfelves of this advantage 
gained oyer their adverfaries, and that 
they might the better confirm Macbeth in 
their intereft, petitioned the. King, that a 
day might be appointed . for : an ipcmiry 
into that dark affair, to the end that jk&^- 
ietby \i. innocent, fliould «t a fair oppor- 
tunity of clearing himfelf from the unge- 
nerous afperfions imputed to him ; and on 
the other hand,' that the young Caitbnefs 
Aoiild be brought to legal trial for fo dar-p 
Ing an5 criminal an aflavilt upon the perfbn 
of one of the.

perfuade her, that he truly loved none but 
her ; that the late diftance he had obfierved 
towards her, was an unwilling facrifice he 
liad made to the iufpiqioi^ . of Margm'etPa % 
that his addreifes at that quarter were 
merely political, and not from inclination % 
that his future views i^ere founded in them, 
and. could not be fuppbrted Without the 
concurrence of that family. He talked v 
nightly and contemptibly of matrimony, as 
an unneceiTary connrmation of wliat w^ 
Jby iaclination, more ibleainly imprinted in 
their itimoft fouls : that it was refped: for 
her reputation which prevented his ever 
hearkening to marriage propositions with 
her, as it woiild have furniihed a handle to ' 
'the;r. enemies to magnify the fufpicions 
which had beoi already pfopa^^^djby the 
favourers of Caisbpcfsi and, in fine, :th^ 
although his name and politics were to be 
unitied py matrimony in the family of i2^

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Ife^^vovred that his heart fhotild continiie uri« 
dtcrably devoted to his charming Andbella. 
The ftrong impreflions which thofe endear- 
ments fo recently renewed between them, 
operated io efieftuaUy upon the credu- 
lous mind of Anabetta^ that (he fwallowed 
all this fophiftry with approbation, and 
gained her over to a thorough reconcile- 
ment. Macbeth was happy in his fucceis, 
and for once more took his leave of her 
with a cordial afiedtion. 

* There remainiA^ now no obftru6tion 
to the profecution otTburfoe^ the trial was 
brought on ; a pardon was obtained for the 
villains he had ' employed in the aflaflinas^ 
tioa ; and by their evidence corroborating 
mine, he was convicted of the bafe crime 
imputed ta him \ he was fentenced to lofe 
his head. But the artful Macbeth^ anxious 
to found his rife on popularity, as well as 
power, interceded himfclf, that the judg- 
ment might be converte4 from death to ba- 
niihment : he eafily obtained his fuit; and 
in conformity thereto, the unfortunate 
Thurfae was condenined to depart for the 
Iflcs within a fortnight, and there to remain 
an exile during the King's plealure. 

* Amongft the partifans of Caitbnefsj

^ Mean while, the bufy MiU^M^ car-^ 
fying in his hand the baniflied Tburfoe 
through the weftern iflands, produced him 
amongft thefe people, as a diftinguiiOhed 
mark of thole defpotic and tyrannical mea- 
sures, under which he faid the greateft part^ 
of Scotland was then groaning ; and mak*- 
ing them believe, that unlefi a timely and 
ftrenuous oppolitioft was formed, opprd^ 
lion, mifery and maflacres, would verv loon 
be extended as far as the Ifles, wnen it 
Ifaould be paft their power to help them* 
lelves.

Macdualdwzs {6 ^tremely fuccefsfuL: the 
^ cry of the lilanders was now, Ko^Rpfs ! no 
->Macbith l^-^vid^ at lei^th, No?Kingh— 
Macduuld^ and> Libertjr for ever ! Ma^SuaM 
having thus completejiy fitted diei moft tui^ 
l^ulent of his people 'for rebellion, t their 
numbers increaA^d every d^y^ many con- 
joining to them, not'froih any real ^ppre« 
bation of themotives, but from «agard to 
their own lives and properties; for the ift« 
iut^gents having no controul in th9fe^f)laltS9 
and ha>^ing ufttrped the princely 4uthoriiy« 
there was no fafety but in mkii^ -with

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fftent; and'-by that ftieans, (which. will foj 
f vcr be .the x:onfeq|iience of lawlef^ comipo- 
tion) abundance of people fuffered in the

^'-^Thi Court!' got intelligence of thefe 
(ratrag^usi motions, an4 of the defcent 
which the inftirgents, were preparing tQ 
m^ke'into theijiaih l*and j Macbeth and 
Sancbir were therefore choien immediately 
to. lead aq arhiy of the bell troops of the 
Kingdom to giye the. inftirgents a check | 
ind^if poffible^ to prevent their being joined 
by Ae pa?tifens of Caithnefs^ Nairn and 
Sutberknd; who by this time had alfb pror 
tived a confiderable force '^ and could they 
have eflfefted* a» conjunction, their united 
ftrength might have become very trouble- 
fome.

* It was concerted between Macbeth and 
Banchi^^ that the latter Ihpuld proceed with 
!2,50o men, to line the fliore oppofite to 
Caitbttefs and Sutherland^ and thereby in-^ 
tcmipt their getting- into Rofs-Qiirt ; whilrf 
Macbetby with the main army, (hould marcfi 
towards the Weftern Iflands. He receive^ 
intelligence, that all the ftrength of th^ 
Rebels was to be coUefted at Skie^ there to 
wait until they fhould receive fome news 
from Caithnefsy thereupon to difperfc by 
different parties, and to land at once in. 
fo many different places, as to prevent the 
army from fixing its attention to any one 
ipot, till it (houTd be proper for [them tq 
rc-^fTemblc, and to form into one body, 
with their allies from Caithnefi and Suther-* 
land^ who, they thought, would have little 
difficulty to make good their landing. . 

* Macbeth could guefs pretty nearly a^ 
the numbers of the Idanders ; he knew he 
was more completely armed than they coulcl 
l^e, and imagined, if he could falute theni 
with a vifit of furprilc, he fhould enjoy ai^ 
cafy enough conqueft: he therefore col- 
lefted together all the iea-boats upon the 
toaft, which, however, were not half fufii-: 
cient for his embarkation : he waited for a 
favourable evening, and intrepidly ventured 

himfelf 
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flfmfeVtt) fta wrth about i'5bo pf the beft 
troopSj, leaving the reft under the com* 
mand of a kinfman, named Kymmin^ ((i) 
to follow how foon he could fend back thi;^ 
boats. The paifage was but fhort, and in 
favourable weather, could he perforpied iil 
four or 'five hours. He fet fail about fevexj 
In the evening, and managed it fo» that .a 
few boats, wmch were of the fame fafliion 
with thofe of the Skie boats, fliould firil gaiii 
fhe ifland, to prevent any fpies from being 
{ilarmed by their numbers, to make a rum- 
pnage alongft the fliore, and to fccure tvtrj^ 
living person they fhould meet with, fo as 
Xo prevent intelligence. Thefe acivanced 
boats ^ot footing on the ifland. before it 
o'clock; they did as they were ordcre<4 
and had made, of old men, women an^ 
children, about 40 prifoners. About half 
an hour after, Macbeth^ with his ftrange fort 
of fleet, arrived : he debarked hi* peoplfe 
with the utmoft expedition, and inftahtly 

fent back the boats to the other coaft.

had but juft gained, when he could alio 
dtfcover the boats returning with Kymmin^k 
divifion, within half an hour's fail of the 
beaich. The fame dkcovery had been alio 
siade, much about the fame time, by the 
enemy, who, in hopes to hanals them in 
their landing, profited of a hill which co^ 
^Vered part of his pec^le from the obferva^ 
tion of Macbeth. He ordered about four 
hundred of his moft refolute people, under 
the command of a very dariiK kinfman, to 
file off* by the farther fide ot the hill, an4 
10 endeavour, unperceived, to gain the 
:beach. Kymmin deicried their approach, 
and i^efllng at their defijgn, he hurried the 
lahdm^of as many of his men as might be 
able to make a ctiverfion, and cover the 
landing of the reft, until he ihould think 
lumfelf ftrong enough to make an ofienfive 
attack. This manoeuvre he executed with 
great prudence, and very little lofs'i and 
indeed it was of great confequence; for 
although, with the handful that were Land* 
ed, he might have given them the flip, an4 
sot within fianals of Machcib^ yet he muft 
in that cafe nave left his empty boats in 
'their power, and the largeft part of his di^ 
.vifion, ftill unlanded, mufl have re-taken 
4^mij^Yes tofea,, and hazarded the efieaas 
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of a gale of wind, whidi iften feemeA M^ 
^rcaten thent; Hia defence was the ^afieF; 
that the enemy durft not p«fc hiin^beyeml 
a Certain limit, for leaf of expefing thek 
attempt to the view of Maeiethy an adyan^ 
tase which Kytnnm managed fe well, tiiat 
while he continued fkirmi(hir>g^ the bulk 
of his command made good their landuig', 
and therevjpon the Matduddi be^an to re<^ 
tire. Kymmin was under a ncccffitjr of pw^ 
fuing them, becaufe had he left them, an^ 
proceeded towards Maeheihj he fliould have 
fcft his piiniature of a fleet a prey to the 
enemy; He purfoed fo elofe, that the encw 
mj took Ihelter in an old fort on a declivity 
of the hill, which in front was impregnable 
to the force of arms ufed in thele days t 
he therefore endeavoured to gain xht back 
fide of it, whkh in a Ihort time he cffeftedj 
but this part being fecured by a wall of 
fuch thicknefs, and akhbtftgh not ver^ 
Jiigh, yet being built in fuch an ofeitqut 
manner, that there was no iuth thmg ae 
climbing it up •, and as they had no fort of 
jnateriais by which they could raile any kind 
of counter parapet, he was on the puint of

people ; that there was no confidence to be 
put in them ; that, they would, upon an- 
other occalion, be jufl: as ready for a revdc > 
as they had been before; and as theifland 
lay fi> remote from the inland, they might 
find fubieqticQt occafions ^ being trouUe- 
ibme, when difturfoamres in odier parts 
ihould make it inconvenient to^d . troops 
to fubdue them. From Ax:h a manner of 
reafontngi, there was . room to conje&ure, 
that at that period he began to found in his 
own mind the bafe of his future operations^ 
and to preclude, by extirpacitm, theie un* j 
happy people from beii^. any inu^miption 
to him, when he ihould be in a^on el&* 
where. He began his fcvcrity, by order* 
ing the head of the dead Macdtudd to be 
cut off upon a public fcafibld ; and, to be 
fliort, the whole garrifon were put to death 
by one means or other.

^ * During thcfe tranfa^ions in Skie^-Ban- 
eko had ftibdtted, more by treaty than by 
Conqueil, the Chieft of Caitbnrfs^ Sutber- 
land and Nairn^ who having feen all chance 
cut otFof any communication with the Mac* 
iualdsj were very ready to fubmit to any 
(^rrnis which f^^i&o fhould demand ; and 
Accordingly, to prevent his farther incurfions 
ilkpon them^ they, at his defire, fent him 
hollages, as a fecurity for their inofFenfive 
conduct during the fpace of twelve months. 

. * Bancho waited the arrival of Macbeth 
at Invernefs^ from whence they both pro- 
ceeded to the Court, then at St. Johnftoun^ 
or Pertb^ and were welcomed with every 
mark of approbation.

JMacbefb^ as the moft adtivi^ and now the 
moil poweiful perfon about court, yfj^ 
quickly commiflioned to make a tour thra* 
the moft popular counties^ with ^ geqerai 
iummons for all degrees of men to attend; 
the King's ftandard, in defence of their. 
<;ountry, their families, lives an^ fortunes : 
this fervice he performed with great expe* 
dition and fuccefe. In the me^n tioie, (tie 
King, with . BtSHfboy were to- endeavour, 
Y^ith what fcMTce they could haftily giec tOr 
gether, and the reinforcements ^hieh came 
'daily from MacbHby tQ advance towards 
the enemy, and to keep them in play by^ 
Ikirmi&ing, in order to gain tioie. But 
the King, who foon tired of a^ipo, did 
not know exadly the Ifmnigth of the Ncr-: 
npigiansy and who placed an unreafonable 
confidence in the pcowefs of his handful of 
Qien, iniifted, contrary to the advice of 
Bancboj to advance, and hazard an engage- 
ment, rather ^an iiifFer th<^ enemy (o penc* 
trace into the heart c^ the kingdom^ as the 
I>a^s had done in J^gkatd. Accclrdingly^ 
he gave them battle *, and sdchovgh Bamh^^ 
both by con^U!!^ and bravery,. di(liofl;^i({ie(i 

himielf 
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fcimfelf as an abk commander, yet with 
conliderable lofs, but no difhonour, they 
were obliged to quit the field, and to makft 
good a retreat to Perth. 

* Macbetby in a few days, joined them at 
Perth} and if they had not fufFered fo con- 
fiderably in their firft rafh attempt, they 
misbt, by this time, have formed a very 
dircrent ibrt of refiftance. The natural 
confequcnce of fuccels in war never fails to 
snibire the conquerors with frefh vigour ^ 
and the Norwegians^ who now lived on 
plenty, and quite recovered of the fatigue 
and indifpofition which attended their voy- 
aee, . became ten times more formidable 
than they were at their firft landing. Mac^ 
teth^ who had the moft comprehenfive eyt 
dF moft men living, rode out In di&uife ta 
reconnoitre 5 and judging, from the num- 
bers and fitoation of the NorwegianSy that 
with all the force the King yet could col- 
fc<9^ it would be very hazardous to riik a. 
decifive engagement^ and appreheodingV 
dxat from the vicinity of the Cailbnefs and 
Sutherland country to Norway^ in cafe of a 
total defeat, that then the viccgerency of 
Scotland nught fall into the hands of thefe 
difcontented Chiefs, he advifed in councA 
to ^n time, by propoGng to treat of a 

race. This motion was approved, and 
was named, as the propereft member of 

la the 
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the council to be employed la this RegAtif 
ation ; in confequence ef which, I fet our^ 
with proper attendants^ for the army of the 
Norwegians. A parley being beat, and adr 
mittance, granted to the prclenee of Swdnc^j 
I counterfeited fuch an air of fubmiflion and 
defpondency,' that SwenOy as well as every 
officer about him, concluded that the con- 
queft of the Scots would be a very eafy af- 
fair. I pathetically reprefcnted to him^ 
how inutile it would be to promote an ef* 
fufion of blood, lincc the Scots^ confcious 
of their inequality to the prefent. difpute, 
wanted only to difoofe him to offer them 
favourable terms of accommodation. He 
aflced me, if the King my mafter had fur- 
nifhed me with the fubftance of fuch condi- 
tions as he hoped for; I obfequioufly aa- 
fwered him. That the King my mafter, too 
fcnfible to his prefent low circumftancesi 
' did not prefume to demand-, but confided 
in the generofity of the Norwegians to pro- 
pofe fuch articles as to him might be ac- 
ceptable. Such humility greatly flattered 
the Norwegian pride;, he told me> That he 
immediately wanted fame liquors* for the 
better refrelbment of his troops ; he rcr 
quired, that I fliould inftantly difpatch a 
meflfengcr with orders, thar his army might 
that very day be fupplied with as mucli 
wine» fpirits and ale, as could poffibly be 

fpared 
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%0(rttf from the oAery faid»^ he wduKrcaH' 
ft council that afternoon, to deliberate upon 
fiich terms as he would tender to the Sco^^. 
and fend me home in the evening with a 
Anplicate. I feemed happy with the fuc- 
tefi of my negoeiation, difpatched imme« 
iiatdy a^meflenger to the King, requefting, 
that a moment mighi not to delayed ifi 
fending to the camp of the Norwegians the 
fiquors demanded *, upon which difpatches 
I affixed a certain leal, welt known to Mac-^ 
ttiby and which imported, that fome un^ 
vfual ftratagem was to be exerted. Per- 
haps you,, my friends and deliverer, wftfc 
others of fcrupulous honour, wiltcenfuri 
^is foggeftion, as unjuft, and not ftridly 
confiftciit with the £iir rules of war;* that 
^icety I did revolve in my omn mind, and 
reconciled myfelf to the difficulty, upon 
theie confiderations v That the enemiei 
iv^re unprovd^ invaders ; that they had 
in a hoftile manner entered the kingd6m^^ 
in contravention^ of fubfifting* treaoes i.

That if we could fubdue them by Artifice;,

His family was refpeftable, his adher^ents 
numerous, and by that influence, fyftaincd 
by an excellent underftanding,. and princi- 
ples of unbounded generofity, he flattered 
nimfelf with being able, by adyifing an 
equal difl:ribution of honours, not regard- 
ing names, but the qualities of the perfohs, 
to operate a reconciliation of parties, and 
that all fliould combine in one, and that., 
one exert itfelf for the public prolperity. 
Macbeth had difcernment enough to fee that 
a pcrfon of Argyle^s power and candid in- 
tentions would foon become .very popular; 
2Si6, Argyle having a. nK)re favourable opi- 
liibn 61 Macbeth* s principles than you, Gla^. 
tnis^ rather fought than IhunAcd a con-: 
neftion with him j Macbeth^ on his part, 
appeared to efpoufe very warmly every prpr ^ 
poiition that came from ^r^A? ; although ^ 
he was at the fame time fccretly managing 
the weak King in fuch a mannfer as to ob- 
ftruft, or at lead to delay the execution of 
every falutary fcheme, to the end that he 
might rather aggravate than fuffer to abate 
that mean opinion which the nobles and 
gentry in genewil had long entertained. of 
tl^fc unfortunate King. In ihort, by t;hac 

confidence 
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conffdence which' the Argathelian ^2Xty pift 
into Maehth^ and the countenance of thofe 
friends which he artfvilly contrived to pre- 
ferve amongft the others, he had now a 
much more fplendid court than the ne- 
glefted Duncan himfelf. At thefe councifs 
It begun to be whifpered-, that the evils into 
which the indolent reign of Duncan had in^ 
volved the nation, were become fo obfti- 
nate^ that a thorough redrefs could hardly 
be hoped for under the government of a 
Prittce fo weak in underftanding, fo fickle 
in difpoittion. and fo irrefolutc in the exe- 
cution of thtJ beft purpofts i that in fine, 
thefe ihconvenicncies were arrived to lUch 
a pitch, that to furmount them required a 
King of a daring fpirit, and of a refolution 
^no* to be daunted or diverted. This was 
the vcfy doftrine which Macbeth laboured 
to inculcate, aiid Upon w^hich he formed 
the approaches to his future grandeur. It 
became fo much an adopted maxim of all 
or moft of the nobles, that although none 
of them chofe to haften it, yet every one 
wiftied for the KJrig's^dea^h ; but there be- 
ing no great Hkdihood- of that, fome of 
them ventured to talk of^dcpofing hini, 
others to advife himto'rcfign voluntarily, 
s . * Caitbnefs^ ever watchful to fuch mo- 
tions as hae imagined he could, by one means 
or Gthcr^tum tohifcown purpolcsj- gave a 
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.hlut to. the Kins o^ the dcKberatioijs <jf tfie 
patriotic cabal, and advifed him immedt- 
ately to create his eldelt fon, Malcolmy zU 
,though but a boy, governor of Cumierlandr 
^hicK had^. during thjB fcvcral preceding 
.reigns,, been reckoned a ncceffary, and the- 
^liext ftep to the cpown. This he < advifed> 
not only with th^ view of ingratiating him- 
k]f with the King, but with the hopes of 
^becoming a fort of regent there during the 
ppfince'B minority, and by ^that meafure to 
.gain additional (brcDgth to his own power.. 
] * The King aftually propof<;d i» coun- 
cil, that his Hon Afylcpkn ^QuM be :ap- 
^pointed governor of {^mtfrhndi and, 
without fuggefting ^ay body* he ^dcd^that 
.how ibon the patent was m^e out, h^ 
would n^me a proper ^perfon or ptiriQns :ta 
(be his guardian a^d .afiftji^iit.iii thr exooin- 
itiye .part ^^ ^ to .which, by the aidifiei of 
JCaitttnefs^ it was his ^ntiention .to confute 
jthe Queen's father, .^/^/, Duke of JVSw"-

which was due bothno his birth and merit, 

but that as he had written for it, he was 

determined tO'Come under ho engagements

flie 'Duke of Northtmberland* The unufual 
Yefolutioh IKewn by the King upon this cri- 
tical bccafion; was more touching to Macr> 
ketb than all the efleft of the intended ap- 
pointmenti and fpurred him on to haften

however, that the King, by thus having/e- 
ftifed him one of the ftrft requefts he had

-Xing'd in agftafion, whkh threatened a

coiiftttution' <^ the nation than any that had 
hitherto ookne 1!0 light, which was no lefi 
than a fcheme to over-awe Scotland and its 
'l^oUes by the power of Englijh interpofi- 
tion ; and thereby, contmued he, we fhall 
txcc^me no biiteer than a dependency! a 
province ! to that better governed king- 
dofti I If there's any nobleman in this place 
^ho is in the fecret of any flich difgraceful 
meafure, I fhall expeA that he will fland 
forth, and, for the honour of his country, 
make a full difcovery of what he knows j 
for if ever afterwards it Ihould appear, that 
Any one of us have been in fuch a fecret, 
ind (hall not now make the difcovery de- 
manded, I will, for my fhare, at the rifk of 
my fortune, my fame, and my life, pro- 
nounce him to be a traitor, and the be- 
trayer of his country. None of you fland 
in a nearer, but one in fo near a connefftioo,

the contrary, that his mind might hot be

in .the Qther fcerit, fhe herfelf would often 
procure forhjun I Never was there> foiingu- 
. lar a charader! Thus unwearicdly inf^i- 
gated by her, and prompted by his &wh 
inclinations for power, he . grew impatient 
Qf.unceri;^inty*, Ji^Mipfpiriiied^ 
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the cabal with fendments of the nfeceflity 
x)£ a revokition ; and in u fpecial manner 
he Mvrought up Bancbo^ without whofe Con- 
currence it would be difficult to enterprizc 
any projeft- niore than ordinarily daring, 
to a fettled diflike of the King. He per- 
fuaded Bambo^ that he would atSt in con- 
cert with htm, and even give him his in- 
fluence, to fupply the place of Duncattj as 
he afiured himfelf he had capacity equal to 
it. .Bancboj oh' the other hand, knew that 
the prefei"encc would be in favour of A&V- 
ietb ^^ibut then, as Macbeth had no legiti- 
mate iffue, nor the probability of getting 
any with his preibnt wife, he had little 
doubt but the fucoeffion would, at theiong 
run, . fall into his family, which Machtb 
ppomifed to fettle by an aft of fucceffion, 
in cafe the voice of the cabal ihould declare 
for him. In fine, an accord was entered 
into between them to fupport mutually the 
fchemes of each; other. 

^ Caitimefs was no lefs bufy on the other 
hand in formiilg.coiifkter projefts ; he per* 
fuadedi Duncan^ that he hazarded every 
thing, if he con^nued in a place where he 
was furrounded by a Cabal, who were plot- 
tiag tbe deftrUftioi!!- i*f himfelf . axid his fa- 
mily :^ he theretOF^ s|d viied him, in the firft 
place, tof ^d hi^ children, with all poi^ible 
f)rivacy> into £nglm4i^9 the care of their

fcives. His advice prevailed with the, King^ : 
who,' without giving any* intimaiion of his 
intention to any <rfthei4)ther courtiers, let 
otKt with; hfs fanuly^^fot^ Iififfmnifs. As 410 
body oiSsredto^interpofednd^leaftagmnft 
his departing, and eywry^ thfa% wore- the- 
fa(te of^ quietttefifr Cai/iftx^jfiEi apffrehenditfg 
no danger; left the fii%^on^thi}^road; nea^ 
the Bkirol Jfhhl^ and proMed^d'. to '/i^' 
vtrne/Sf thatiie Might thare thi^ blotter pp^e- 
pare for his receptidti;

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ID the aflaffihation executed that nighf ilpori 
the King, and to Joad Macbeth^ or rather 
Lady Macbeth^ with the whole odium of it, 
yet it was as 'ftrenuoufly affertcd on the 
ether hand, that by whofoever orders the 
perpetfators of the maffacre were employed, 
yet that foch of them as were obferved to 
be (kulking near the houfe that evening, 
were known to be dependant upon Bnncho : 
and if Macbeth could be believed, he inva- 
riably affirmed to me, that it was a projeft 
concerted, without his knowledge, betwceiv 
his wife and Bamho. Be that' as it may, 
(for thi truth has not, to thisT hour, come 
to light) the affaffihs performed their bloody 
bufinefs with detcrminedrtefs and cruelty : 
they made their way into Duncan^s bed- 
chamber in the middle of the night, thro' the 
blood of the few guards, and every domeftic 
that attended upon him ; arid fo infignifi- 
cant was he become in thfe efteem of his 
fubjeds, that the murderers retired in the 
morning, made their efcapc without the 
leaft difcoveryv nor was there afterwards 
any fort of inquiry fct on foot to bring thcni " 
to light. 

* The news of Duncan's death arriving 
at P^rtb^ Macbeth and Bancho had a preli- 
minary conference together : they fent for 
me, and^gave me inftru6tions to examine 
the meffcngers who had brought the ac- 
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(;Qunt& of the catafirop^, and then di- 
Fcdled me to fummon the nobility |6 af^ 
fembleat Scoon the day following. . 

* Macbeth and Bancho were amongft the 
foremoft at Scoon \ they both appeared in 
mourning, and affe&ed fb weU a con- 
<;ern for the death of the King, that it 
would have been impoflible, without being 
in the fecret, to have fufpedred them. Some 
of the nobles faluted Macbeth as King 0p- 
on his firft appearance^ which be as imme* 
4iately put a flop to, declaring, that he 
pretended to no right but whaf the voiipe of 
the nobles, with the concurrence of the 
people, fhcnild give him : that in poinr of 
kinihip to the deceafed King^ his coufin 
Bancho*^ pretenfions were little worfc than 
his ; and he even went fo far as to fay, 
that in many refpeAs Bancho had fuperioi; 
qualiftcatioNs for governing^ but withali 
^e artfully coni:luckd, that ifi fucK a CTiti-? 
cal conjumSlure, when it was by no means 
the right of fucceffion, but the diftrefled 
fituation of the country, that was to guide 
them in their choice, he hoped they woui<4 
all thmk as he did, and freely give th^if 
voices for that man whom they (houid ac- 
count the tnoft likely to redrefe their 
grievances, and to reftore io the kingdom 
that credit and reputation which a reign of 
too much indolence had deprived it of* 

He 
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He faid, he had one nobleman in his eye, 
whom he regarded as perfedly qua^lified 
for that great bufinefs, and named the 
Thane of Argyle. That Thane flood up 
to fpeak, and probably to declare a deter- 
mination not to accept, fhould the voices 
fall upon him, when you, Glamis^ infifted 
to be heard. I well remember the ftrength, 
foiidity and juftice, of your reafoning : I 
fhall, wjph my lateft breath, blame myfelf 
for not declaring for your opinion, and 
regret, that among fo many, there were 
none who had the hbnefty and refolutioQ 
to fupport you. You boldly told the meet- 
ing, that you did not imagine they had 
been conveened there to cbufe a King, but 
a Regent; or Regency ; that you could not 
look upon the Throne as vacant while the 
tlcceafed King had children living, whp 
being youpg, mi^ht be educated with prc^ 
per care, ioftrufted and trained, vp to the 
l)ufinels of governing ', and that if the na- 
tion fliQuld be ip unhappy as to be difap- 
pointed in the abilities ot th? Priji'ces^ that 
It woqld be then time enough to eleA a 
King from another fan;iily, a meafure 9J 
pf efeqt totally iinconfl:itut}onal, and repug- 
nant to the enablifted laws of th^ Jcingdom. 
You was anfwered by Macbelby who ar- 

fued, that governing accord iqg to laws 
^ btfen for fo many years neglected, it

was to remedy thefe neglefts that a proper 
Kuler was now ivanted i that if you would 
undertake the regency, and fhould be ia- 
vefted therein by the ratification of the 
ftatc> he would very readily concur j biu: 
for his part, he would fooner forfeit his 
life than undertake any fhare in the regency 
of a kingdom groaning under fuch miferies 
and diftradiions, as required the beft head» 
with the moft refolute heart, to recover it : 
that fuch a perfon or perfons muft not be 
Ihacklcd by the terror of faftion, to be 
made refponfrble for every aftion that might 
be dilagreeable to this or that fyftem of po- 
litics : No ; it was his opinion,, that in fucfe 
a difficult fituatiori,, no method of gpvcrn- 
ment would anfwer the exigencies pf the 
nation but a kingly dne, and that King to 
be invefted with power uncontroulable j 
for otherwife, concluded he, the. fame con^ 
tending parties which io confoundingly 
diftrafted the unhappy Duncan^ will conti* 
nue, and have it much more iir their power 
to diftraft a powerlefs ojt fettered Regency.. 
* Macbeth having done^ Rofsy as the fe- 
hior of the Council, rofe up;, obferved^ 
That it was ufclefs to put off time now in 
debating about the propriety of what he 
imagined had been already determined ; k 
having been agreed in a former council of 
patriots^ that the deplorable condicioo of 
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^hc narion was iiidi, as to demand an im- 
mediate and uncommon remedy ; and even, 
)3y fufperiding the executive authority of 
Duncan^ ?nd vefting in another the kingly 
.power, it was judged as.then expedient to do 
that in his lifetime, the propriety of which 
'►they were now debating about, when his 
death made it fo much the rpore neceffary ! 
He therefore moved, that they Ihould pro- 
ceed t;o cleftion; which bejng agreeable to 
,the generality of the affembly, they pro- 
ceeded jiccordingly, and, by a vaft majority, 
Macbeth was chofcn Kincr. He afFeded to 
ac;ccptof the royal dignity with great reluc- 
tance •, he promifcd tp exert all his under- 
ftanding to reform the errors of the p^ft reigh^ 
and, as much as in hini lay, topromote the 
general good. On the fpotftelummoned a 
\ council to attend him next day, and pwayed 
that every member might be prepared to lay 
before him fuch circunTftances as moft im- 
mediately called for redrcfs.' 

At the meeting next day, you, Glamis^ 
having retired, fent under your feal a fen- 
fible and fpirited proteftation againft the 
whole proceedings, which Macbeth heard 
read without the Jeaft appearance of refent- 
* ment : he regretted his not having the con- 
currence of fo able and honourable a coun- 
fellor as -Glarnis^ but he hoped that his coh- 
du6l and adtions fhould loon reconcile him, 
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Vtd cvtry other whofe abfcnce fookc th«n> 
to be diigufted, to the new mealures of ad- 
miniftration. In the mean time, that the 
government might diftinguifh. its friends 
from its enemies,, and know vfixo were to* 
be dreadedy and who to be trufted, he if- 
fued a proclamation,, ordaining, that every 
nobleman and gentleman Ihould,, upon a 
fixed day at the end of one calender months 
meet in the Council-houfe at Perik, on the 
pain of being denounced traitors to the (late* 
• Never was a new reign opened mth 
more applaufe than was that of Macbeth y. 
he Ihewed, that he neither would court nor 
fear the chiefs of the difFerent parties, but 
diftinguiihed them by honours and favour 
according to their refpedive merits: be: 
inftantly eftabliftied regular courts of jut 
tice, and the people began to be charmed^ 
by now feeing a due adminiftration of rights 
of which they had been fo long deprived. 
He was the premier iudge of every court 
himfelf, and ofren attended when his pre- 
fence was leaft expefted j. fa that property 
was fecured with impartiality,, and opprcf- 
fion was punilbed with unawed feverity.. 
The remifihels of former government had 
encouraged the moft wicked of the people 
fo prey upon their peaceable neigUbour^, 
and avowed gangs of thieves kept open and 
daring affemblies,, to contrive how they 
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0)ight wkh impunity mod fuccefsfuUy fom 
upon, and pillage rrom thole parts of the 
country where they feared no refiftance. 
In a word» it not being worth the while of 
the induftrious to improve their p ,)fleffions, 
as they could Qot be fare of enjoying the 
effects of their labour ^ hufl>andry was to- 
tally negleded, and dcfolation threatened 
to cover the face of the earth : robbers and 
pillagers were become fo numerous^ that all 
communication from one part of the king- 
dom to another was interrupted, none dar- 
ing to journey without the eltort of fuch^a 
force as few were able to maintain j nay, 
many of the public officers had been cor- 
rupted by the thieves i and thofe whofe 
duty it had been to give a check to the de- 
predations, connived at them* Macbeth 
made a general removal amongft all the 
out-parties, and replaced them by fuch 
troops, with officers over them,, as. he was 
certain would execute his orders. Thefc 
lalutary meafures drove the thieves into 
more remote parts, and they formed into 
;reater bodies ; he employed trufty emif- 
iries to mingle with them,, and by that 
means they were often led into fnares out 
of which there was no cfcaping. At length 
he contrived, by one grand coup^ and the 
force of money, of which he was very li- 
beral> to fubdue them entirely y he engaged 
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liis emiffaries amon^ft theoi to harranguc 
them into ^n opinion that they could not 
s now fubfift long upon paultry pilfering.; 
that they would do wdl to catch the firft 
favourable opportunity offtriking one im- 
portant blow, which ftiould enable them to 
;chufe for themfdycs fome one ,diftri6t of 
*:the country the moft impregnable, and 
:there, in an united body, to ^ivie and defend 
themfelves maugre all refiftance. To this 
end he had it given out, that the whoje 
treafures of R^s^ Invcrnefsy the' Wands,, 
and Argylejhire^ were to be coUeifted, ancj,. 
«under diflFerent inconfiderable efcorts, to be 
brought down, for the greater fecurity, to 
Edinburgh : that all the parties were to ren- 
;dezvous dX.'BUnr^ -and there to deliverover 
their charge to one treafurer, whom the 
King w.as to fend out to meet them for that 
purpofe ; that then the feveral efcorts were 
"to be relieved, and fent back to their re- 
v/*ipeftive homes: that nothing would tje 
' cafi^r than for the chiefs of the ravagers, 
unknown to the multitude, to manage their 
matters' fo, as to affemWe by partial parties 
through the mountains in the neighbour- 
hood of .6 tor, and, upon an agreed fignal, 
to form into one body, to fall upon the 
King's efcort, and make themfelves matters 
of the whole treafure, with which they 
.might withfafcty retire to any place to be 
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confidered upon for their future cfta- 
bliOiment. This plaufible device had its 
efFc6t, and the chiefs of the banditti formed 
a plan by which to execute it. Macbeth 
being duly informed of all this, took his 
xneakires, by difpatching empty carriages 
into diflfcrent parts, which were fuppofed, 
as intended to return loaded, to §ive the im- 
pofition the greater air of probability, and in 
the meSn time he had prepared a Sufficient 
number of his chofen troops, to be fituated 
in convenient ambufhes, from whence they 
were to iffue at an appointed moment, and 
furround the plunderers; This ftratagem 
.had every cfFca his heart could defire ; it 
was executed to a point •, the robbers were 
totally defeated •, and as many of them as 
were not flain in the enterprize, were brought 
in prifoners to Scoon^ and there made pro- 
per examples of. 

* The unexperienced tranquillity in which 
the middling and common people now lived 
throughout the country, diftinguilhed the 
beginning of this reign with numberlefs en- 
comiums, and added fu(ph ftrength to the 
hands of Macbeth^ that he had nothing to 
fear. 

* In confequcnce of his proclamation, 

almoft every man of confequcnce, Glamis 

excepted, appeared at courtl The Thanes 

of CaitbnefSf Sutbcrlandp and Nairn^ alfi> 
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returned, and tendered their allegiance; 
they wer6 received, and even embraced. But 
* The reftleis Roffians^ now finding that 
their influence had dwindled alnioft to no- 
thing, began to foment frefh difturbaneeSp 
The Thane, arrogating the chief merit of 
feating Macbeth upon the throne^ having 
"^ropofed his eldeft ion, who by this time 
affumedrth^ air of a man of the firft confe- 
•quence, to be general in chief of the troops, 
the King refufcd his requeft, trpon the foot- 
ins of the young Rofs not having fufficiency 
of experience for fuch a command. The 
Thane thought himfelf flighted, and from 
that moment aouriflxcd the feeds of rcfent- 
ment. Catthntf:^ y^fxvfz^ t!)e coplnefi 
wirh inexpreffibjc -fatisfadHon, ?md totnaffce 
the rpoft timely (advantage of it, preffcsi 
liis fervice in every ftiape upon macheti. 
He knew them and jtheir practices too well 
:to fgfFer <fe Grown to faU tinder tfce tute- 
lage of either >of thtm: he ^declared he 
woujd have n0 favourite? j that the bcft 
fervice. he could do fcis cotTijtry, 5vas to4if- 
countenance all parties ; that follicrtwo^s 
for power or places Hiotdd fcave no effeft 
upon higi ; that h^ would look through his 
Wn^yes, aad promote fucfh only* Vhbjn 
iiis impartial judgment fliould be.bcfft qua- 
lified to iiH the places they were tp occupy 
for the public goed. He defined thc} iniglit 
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not ' interpret bis declared purpoies as they, 
had been accuitomed to interpret the coo 
good^ilatured Duman\ mere words, wiih- 
ouc a meaning, or he fhould convince thern^ 
of the contrary, by pun^ually executing 
whatibever had been once in his mind de- 
ternf>?ned. Neither of the old faftions hav- 
'uig becri ufcd to, nor nelifhing fuch cavalier 
treatment^ were equally offended, and for 
once joined then* heads together in the 
foi;matioii of proje£bs to perplex Mac- 
ketVs admioiftration. They retired in 
difi^i^ ' into their reCpedive countries, re- 
folv^ng.to invite the return of young ilf^A 
$ohni f^d inxafe he Ihould refufe^ to make 
9k trial vpon BancbQ^ or any other who 
fhould be roore dudlile than they had found 
Ma^ietb. Manifefto's were now publifhed 
]fk fupport of the Jawful heir^ and in oppo- 
ficipn U) foch lawlei^ Ctfurpation^ as threat^ 
encd to teraiin^te in the ruin of nobility^ 
^uch weU-itibiixuiing, pretences induced fome, 
but a propenfity to fifh in troubled waters 
incited maay , mmcy who had been long ac- 
fufiipn^d ca^uncti^tnouled oppreiTion ^nd 
rppinff> -to joip. in ihe cry ,of thefe diicon* 
^nt^d iThan^s. gfimongll the malecontents, 
there wei^ meti of extensive pr.opcrty, and 
a mod numerovis dependence, Which en- 
abled them to prepare for the iield a formi- 
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dabte power, at the head of which they 
foon difplaycd a royd ftandard, 

* Macbeth was not afleep during thdc 
operations, but muttered an army, which 
he flattered himfclf Ihould be fufficient to 
put a check to their dcfigns : to this army 
he appointed the noble Thane of Argyle 
to the next command with himlelf ; and to 
be before-hand with any countenance they 
might hope for from England^ he ordered 
Argyle to march direftly with the firft diyi- 
fion, confifting of about 4000 men, and 
he followed the next day at the head of 
6000, leaving Bancbo to the direftion oi 
affairs at home, and to have an eye to the 
fouthward, in cafe of any motions from the 
Englijh fide. Argyle marched ftraight to** 
wards the enemy's rendezvous, who were 
aftonilhed to find by his advancing, that 
Macbeth had been fo unexpededljr expedi- 
tious in collecting a body to oppofe them ; 
but having reconnoitred, and difcovering 
the advanced divifion not to exceed 4Q00, 
they determined, although their force had 
not all come in, to advance, and give them 
battle immediately. Argyle having intelli* 
gence of their intention, made a halt on 
advantageous ground, to wiit the King^s 
arrival ; but early next morning, and be- 
fore the King could come up, he was fa- 
luted with a violent attack ; he difputed his 
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groumJ lagainft their fuperior numbers with 
amazing prudence and intrepidity, for al- 
moft two hours, when Macbeth\ arrival 
with, the fecond divifion quickly decided 
the combat. The enemy, now prefled, 
not only with fuperior courage, but with 
fuperior numbers, were put into the ut- 
moft confufion ; they were totally routed ; 
a terrible carnage attended it ; every one of 
the leaders, excepting thq old Thane of 
.Rofs^ who was killed, were made prifoners ; 
but by my interpofition, feconded by Ar- 
gykj the common people did not meet with 
the cruel fate which deftroyed the rebels in 
Skie ; the moment viftory was afcertained, 
quarter in general was proclaimed for fuch 
fubjefts as ftiould throw down their arms. 

' The whole northern provinces being 
now fubdued, Macbeth made proper fettle- 
■ments, under the government, of fuch offi- 
cers as he could confide in, and returned to 
Perth in high triumph. The next queftion 
of confequence was, What fteps ihould be 
taken with regard to the ring-leaders of the 
laft infurreftion ? Few of the council ap- 
peared difpofed to punifli capitally fo many 
men of the firft quality ; but Lady Mac- 
beth^ now the ^een, always bent on extir- 
pation of enemies ; and although her own 
brother, the young Thane of Rofsy was one 
of the principal delinquents, founded no- 
Mi thing 
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thing but execution in the King's car : flic 
had a mighty influence over him, notwith- 
ftanding which, the concurring endeavours 
of Bancboy Argyle and myfelf, would have 
prevailed, had not, unluckily for thefe 
noblemen, news arrived very maUa^propos 
that Macgildy the moft powerful ba* 
ron of Galloway^ had put himfelf at the 
head of ^ formidable rifing in thefe parts j 
this news confpiring with the impreflions 
of the Queen, determined the fate of the 
Chiefs; and accordingly the Thanes of 
RofSy Caithnefs^ Sutherland and Nairn^ were 
all ordered for execution, and lofl: their 
heads early the day follbwing. 

' The execution of thefe noblemen was 
no fooner over, than the King once more 
put himfelf at the head of a gallant army ; 
and leaving Bancho and Ar^le to condudt 
matters at home, he carried me with him, 
the fecond in command upon that expedi* 
tion. He made moft fatiguing and incre- 
dible marches with part of the army, in 
hopes to arrive timdy enough to prevent 
any communication between the infurgents 
on this and the other fide of the river An- 
nan ; but not being able to accomplifh 
that, and his men being infupportably fa- 
tigued, he had been worftcrd in two feveral 
Ikirmilhes ; after which, in the night, Mac-^ 
gildy being much better acquainted with 
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that country than he, had laid a fcheme to 
furround him, and make him and his people 
prifoners before morning. Macgild had 
executed his fcheme with abundance of , 
dexterity, and whilft Macbeth was man- 
fully ftruggling in the toils he was caught 
in, I, who fortunately had advanced half a 
day fafter than he expeftcd, came up to his 
relief, and cutting my way thro* the rear 
t>f the enemy, threw my troops into the 
heat of the aft ion. Upon my arrival Mac- 
beth was almoft quite (pent, but re-infpired 
with frefli vigour, and re animating his half 
defponding troops, we jointly aflailed the 
enemy with fuch irrefiftible force, that in 
lefs than half aii hour a complete viftory ' 
declared for us. Macgild was wounded, 
and taken prifoner; I petitioned for his life, 
but in vain •, Macbeth urging, that while 
fuch turbulent fpirited men were alive, he 
Ihould have no time to cffcft that reformation 
in the civil and political government of the 
nation which he was fo anxious to accom- 
plifh •, but, as a proof that he was not in- 
fenfible to the timely fuccourl had brought 
him that day, he drew his fword, held it by 
the point, and delivering it to me, created 
me Thane of Angus^ a title never before 
beftowed out of the royal family. That 
cereniony being quickly over, and .he ac- 
cepting of my fword in place of his own, 
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he tnjouKd, that in neither wordsytooks cnr 
afticijis, I fhould fliew the Imalleft difapw 
probation of his next orders : he elevated, 
with liich implements as he could find, a 
IcafFold, which he ordered Ihould be en- 
circled by the prifbners, and commanded 
them to Ihout with acclamations of joy» 
when, at the found of a trumpet, the exe- 
cutioner Ihould fevet the head from the bo- 
dy of the arch-rebel their leader j promifmg 
them, that, as he. fhould difcover their fa- 
tisfadion to be real or counterfeited, he 
would deal with them accordingly : he re- 
garded them, as fer as his eye could com- 
prehend them, with great exadnefs himfelf^ 
find he had agents miocled with them to 
report as to thofe he could not fee. Howr 
ibon the execution of Macgild was over,: he 
ordered all the prifbners to be drawn up in 
right lines before him, and picking out 
thofe who had been leall afiedted, and loud- 
eft in their huzzas, he alfo ordered them 
for immediate execution^ declaring ak>ud^ 
that thofe villains who could be fo indif- 
ferent about the fate of a mafter whoni 
they knew, and had fworn to ferve, could 
i^ever be faithful to another whom they did 
not know ^ and as he was refolved to take 
the r^ft under hia prote&ion, and employ 
them in his fcrvicc, he fliould' hope^ that 
as they had fek for the fu&riog of a mailer 
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who had mifled them into rebellion and 
difgrace, they would adhere dill more faith- 
fully to one who would never lead them but 
in fearch of glory and honour. This con- 
ceit, uncommon as it was, had an amazing 
cffeft upon the minds of the fellows who 
were fared, and who attached themfelves 
ever after fo clofely to him, that they were 
the very laft foldiers he had to depend upon. 

' By, fuch uninterrupted fuccefles and 
refolute difcipline, he efFeftually humbled 
all the fpirit of turbulency for a time, and * 
was now in a condition to eflabliih a peace 
upon a pretty folid footing \ for by thefe 
arts, and an awful, although difcreet, de- 
portment, he found himfclf, after his re- 
turn, not only rivetted in the efteem of the 
nobility, but in theaffe&ions of the people> 
which for a confiderable time he improved^ 
by franiing and governing by a number (tf 
more ufeful and wholefome laws than had 
been known in the days of almoft any of 
his predeccflbrs. 

* If accidents had occurred to occupy 
that aftivity of foul which prompted him 
to noble and warlike atchievements,, he 
might have longer continued in the charac- 
ter of a great man % but an uninterrupted 
tranquillity leaving him now too much at 
his eafe, and as, if his mind was not em- 
ployed in one purluic, it muft in anotherj^ 
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fo now li{)idinou6^'begaft to fotceed to mas^ 
tiai exploits ; and as his Queen was a wo-^ 
man who took na fort of delight in coo- 
jugal, or in any kind of amorom embraces,, 
but had rather an averfion to naankind iti^ 
that particular; and as the ambition of her 
foul was to govern, (he often darted game 
for her hi^fband, chat white Ihe might en- 
gage his attention to thefe obje<fts, ihe 
;mi^ht enjoy to herfelf the greater pkafure 
of regulating the afiaifs of court. 

^ As. (lie was ambitiouS) fo (h/e was ex- 
. tremely jealous of her power ; flae could 
not bear the thoughts of any pecfon living 
at eafey whom (he fufpedled to have the 
moft remote chance of Iharing power 
with her : the recoUedion ihat Bancho had 
fo much as been named,, along with her 
huiband, as a competitor for the dia- 
dem, preyed conftantly upon her fpirits : 
£he considered every piece of rcfped that 
was paid to his modefty and merits aa de- 
trafting from Macbeth % and fome of her 
creatures having, utideligoedly^ informed 
her, that it had been prognoftics^ed txx 
Bancbi by certain gipftes, " that he or his 
f)ofterity ihould one day be Kings of &#£- 
Xkud^ and thajt the fucc^on jhoukl renoaia 
4n his family as long as the nation ftoodi'^ 
h&x imagination was imp refled with an un- 
Gonq^er^jkble averfion to him: &6 placed 
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i^tes upon all his aftions, in hopes of be- 
coming miftreCB of fbtne fcandal that might 
promote eBmity between him and theKing ; 
but the prudent uniformity by which 
Bancbo fi^uared his condud)^^ baffled every 
hope that way : ihe would (bmetimes pro- 
pofe to herfclf to alarm the pride of the 
King, by giving him a hint of the prophecy, 
but then ihe thought too well of M^betys 
imderftanding, to fuppofe that luch a frivo- 
lous ftory could influence him to break, 
.with a man, of whofe fidelity and friendfhip 
he had got fuch inconteftable proofs. Hell 
^ac length aflsiled bctr^ and iuggefted the 
-means of opening a breach between the two 
friends. About this time Bancho had unfor- 
tunately introduced to court Imtia^ a half- 
•fifter of his, a young lady not lefs admi- 
rable for unequalled beauty, than fiie was 
deemed for a (hining underftanding; a- 
.domed with fo much mod^fty of behaviour, 
.that by c^^ry body Ihe was beloved, but 
rather fentimantally than pallio&ately : fte 
lived at Banabo''^ houfe, and from his rela- 
tionihip and connection with Macbeth^ his 
£fter Jnefla foon became familiar in the 
\Queen*s parties. The Qii.een, wkh pep- 
'haps the moil: vioi^us heart that was ever 
.lodged in the breaft of ^ woman, had an 
^tmaziAg faculty of finothering th-e cor- 
'rttptibdeae& of k^ and by an admirable 
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dexterity in diifitnulation, the could pa& 
for the virtuous or vicious, for the condo- 
fcending or infolent, for the diffipated or 
rigid ; and, in fhort, could affumethe con- 
trad of all that was good, or all that was 
bad, juft as the one or the other beft fuited 
her company ; in fo much, when at any 
time circumftances prejudicial to her fame 
had by accident tranfpired, thofe of the 
moft unliifpefted reputation3 appeared 
ready to defend her. 

* The innocent Ineita^ unfufpicious of ill, 
had exerted every amiable quality Ihe was 
niiftrefs of, to render herfelf agreeable to 
the Queen ; who on her part, was as anxi- 
oufly meditating how ihe might turn her 
acquaintance with this beautiful young crea- 
ture to the ruin of herfelf, and the deftriic- 
tion^of her brother and his family. To tKis 
wicked purpofe (he embraced the firft fa?- 
voiirable opportunity of reprefenting fuch 
a pifture of her to Macbeth^ as oould not 
fail to awaken his paflions with the warmeft 
prepoflfeflions in her favour, and with an 
immediate defire to fee her: the Qiiecn 
promifcd to gratify his longing very ibon v 
and accordingly, upon a day when ihe knew 
that Lady Bancho was. to be other wife en- 
gaged, flie requeftcd, that as fhe was 
determined to fee no other company, 
Lady Bancko would, difpenfb with the at- 
tendance 
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trndknce of Inetta^ amd allow her to paft 
the d^. at her apartments-: Lady Bancb^^ 
confent was as fure to be obtained as afked ; 
and thus the plan was prepared for dis- 
honouring the fair Inefta^ under the colour 
of doing her the greateft honour that the 
preference of a Queen could confer. MaO' 
%etby..Qn pretxmce of retiring from the fa^ 
tigue of bufinefs, to diveit an hour with the 
C^een^ whom, he imagined, as he faid, was 
alone, entered without any eeremony into 
the chamber where flie and Inetta^ were 
amufing themfelves: he &W her, and ac 
firft fight (topping fliort, he addreifed his 
wife-4 imagined,, my dear, faid he, you was 
idone ; my eyes convince me that you are 
not alone ; but whether it is a human crea* 
jture or an angel you are happy with, my^ 
ftaaks. cannot yet diftinguifh ! pray undo- 
ceive me : the Queen told him, fmiling^ 
that hi& eyes were not often miftaken^ 
then taking laetta by the hand, who had 
refpefV^ly raifed herfelf to faluce the King^ 
bid him not be afraid, for if her companion 
was an angel, fhe was a corporeal one, and 
in that fame angel he might embrace a 
coufin, in the pe^oh of Jnetta^ fifter to his 
friend Bancb^! Macbeth^ more tovkched 
with that awful and unaffeded modefty 
which were the diflinguifhing ornaments c^ 
lnctta^% charms,^ than he had ever been wieK 

any 
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any beauty before, advanced and faluted 
her, but rather with a courtly decency than 
that kingly ftatelincfs which he wore upon 
other occafions : he immediately fell into 
;Converfation with her ; and if he was at firft 
fight ftruck with her figure, ne was now no 
iefs tranfported with that fenfibility and dig- 
nity with which Ihe modeftly delivered her- 
felt upon every fubjed. The Queen made 
many errands to give them an opportunity 
^f being tete a te$e^ and on fuch occafions 
'Macbeth would maJce fly advances, to guefs 
at the pulfations of her heart; all of which 
ferved no other purpofe, but the more to 
convince him that Ihe was of a very -differ- 
ent complexion from any of thofe to whom 
he had formerly tendered his addrefies* 
-Such diftant, tho' courteous deportment, 
the more enhanced the value of her charms, 
and infpired him with a greater ardour to 
enjoy them ; though thp refpeft which her 
manner commanded, made him keep a very 
jtight rein over his glowing pafiion. The 
Queen was happy to obfer?e how well her 
fcheme went forward, but wiflied to fee the 
King's defires inflamed to a greater violence. 
* Inetta having taken leave, the Queen 
rallied her hufband with having been rather 
a whining than a manly lover ; he account- 
ed for that, by telling her, that if he was 
not much miftaken, Jnetta poflefTed per- 
fections 
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feftions that were not to be fubdiied by 
ftorm ; that all the game which had hither- 
to been ftarted for him, were, in compari- 
fon oilnetta^ fit only for the chafe of potch- 
ers ; i)ut the lovely and accomplifhed Inetta 
was truly worthy the purfuit of monarchs \ 
The Queen, not fo well contented with that 
ferious manner in which he treated this 
amour, revolving in her mind how Ihe 
might ftir up his paffion to more intempe- 
rate emotions ; told him, that as he had yet 
but half feen the beauties of Inettdj fhe 
would contrive to gratify every fenfc with 
a more complete perfpeftive of them : I 
intend to-morrow, faid the Queen, to en- 
gage her to bathe with me, and from the 
inlet of light over the door of the bath, 
which I will leave unlatched, you may get 
an opportunity of feafting your eyes with 
, the whole objed, as mafterly nature finifhed 
it : Macbeth was in extacy with the thought, 
and in the utmoft impatience waited for 
the hour that was to prefent fuch delight to 
his fight : the moment arrived, and by this 
malign plot ' of Margarelta% the whole 
charms of the innocent and unfufpefting 
Inefta were difcovered in their native beau- 
tifulnefs ! At that inftant he would have 
bartered his life and crown, to have had the 
power of retaining his fenfes, and to be at 
the fame time transformed into a bladder of 

air

air, 6t a curl of water ! If he wars captivated 
before, he now raved I he had no ideas that 
were not filled withl»^//^j/ and he was deter- 
mined not to live many hours without the 
pofleflion of her ! Biifinejs, company, cveiry 
thing became diiguftful to him : to me 
alone he x:ommunicated the earnings of his . 
Ibul ; and I fhall never forget his pathetic 
reprefentation of the bathing fcene, from 
which an able painter might have defcribcd 
a Venusy exquifitely finer than any thing 
yet produced by poetic imagination ! Be- 
lieve me, GlamiSy I employed all the for<^ 
of my tongue and underftanding to divert 
him from the purfuit of an intrigue, which 
elready looked big with interruptions (Sf 
inquietude and horror; derogatory to hi« 
intereft, honour and reputation ; and above 
all, injurious'" and ruinous to the peace, 
fame and fortune, of a young lady whom 
he owned was worthy of the firft diadem 
on earth ; and whom, by all the rules of 
honour and hofpitality, it was his duty to 
proteft: in fine, I urged the breach of 
^very thing facred in friendfliip, and ex* 
prel&d my amazement, that thofe clofe ties 
•that had fo long and warmly conneded hini 
to the noble Bancbo, did not upbraid him 
for entertaining the moft remote thought 
of difhonourmg his family ! But I might 
as well have preached to the winds *, hb 
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pzfthnt 'vrctt up i and wKich thcy'werc fo,. 
he was ever dtaf to argument : upon this- 
Occafloh' h^ checked the liberty I had taken, 
^ith more heat than I had hitherto, experi- 
enced ; I thcB fofcened my mode of rea- 
soning, and hoping at Leaft to defer his. 
impetuofity, I rfeCommended to ^im an af-. 
fiduous application of fair means ^ obfcrv-! 
iflg, that there were few women, how much 
Coever obftinate in the beginning, that had 
itfolution with firmnels td oppofe the 
charms of royalty in an. adorer^ efpe^ially 
when the moft favourable opportunities 
codld hot be Wanting to enforce imjxortu*, 
tihy. 1 told him, that violence' woulq pro^r 
cuit but half enjoyment, .and bid hini; 
coolly afk himfelft how diffcrei>t'iie mould' 
efteem the delights which Jnetla ^as ca- 
pable of bcftowing yoluntarily,. and thof^/ 
which in tears and diftraftioin he might be^ 
able tb'ravilh from her: I. gained fame at*^ 
tention to this fort" of reaibhiiig^ which I 
i^nprove'd to the beft advantage in my 
power. He fought every occafion of being 
ih htr company ; and the profligate Queen, 
that ihe might forward the rapa(^Qi^$. de- 
figni always contrived they fhoul^^be.left 
alone. AcCbrding to my adyice, he had 
command enough of himfetf, to begin by ► 
ri^adual advances j and JneUa apprcnend- ^ 
ing no ill, entertained him with a difcrcet 
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freedom; uptil one day he turned the con-. 
Terfairon upon the honour of the fex^ which 
he treated very lightly, and as no more 
than ah ufefulphrafe to defend them againft 
attacks of pleafure, when they difliked the . 
objeft. Inetta began to be alarmed, and 
pled the c^ufe of her fex with fuch uncom- 
mon fpirit, as rather excited than extin- 
guiftied his flame : with eyes fparkling 
Ibvb', and emotions boiling with de-! 
lire, he threw Jiimfelf at her feet, told her 
howmiferablc newas to be deprived of the 
power of making his mind known to her, 
by means wliich honour jfiig|it juftify j, 
that maugre all reftraint, he could not* 
longer fmother the labouring fecret; and 
that' unlefs fhe gave him leave to hope, 
he fnuft make a wretched example of him-^ 
feif! He ^gral^ed her fdf aft, "there was.no 
cffcaping;- he preflfed aVdent klflcs upon her 
trembling hkHd \ th^hce K^ rofe tp.'&f . 
fhivering lips, aiid, amidft a variety of 
ftrUgglings, without giving her\ tiftie, tO; 
litter a word, he ravifhed numberleis kiftes ! \ 
At length fhe drfehtangled herfelf, andwa^, 
flying from his arms, when the Queenj 
thoti^ht ,f|f to enter ; fhe faw the'confuhonv, 
arid^afliihg- What^was the matter, the iCfng> ' 
aftumJng'a^jdiulaMbrt 6f air^ ^epltcd, Np-* 
thing p^t^all, my'^ilj^ar,' Biitthat Ihave been' 
robbing the delicious fips.6f Ineita of fome 
^"-"'^ . ' • --' : ' •'•''• ^ fweet 
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fwect kiffes, yhich Ihc h^d very ill will to 
jparc with ; the thinks me, I fuppofe^ too 
old for fuch favours! Ineita imagining, 
with juftice, that the Queen would load 
her hu(band with reproaches "for the violent , 
freedom he had taken, waited, with anxi- 
ous impatience, for her rejply; but how 
greatly was fhe aftonilhed tp hear the Qycen 
obferve, that InetPa was* but young at 
court, elfe fhe would put a higher yalue 
upon the kiffes of a King ; efpecially, ad- 
ded (h^, when fo innocent, my Lord, as I 
fup^bfe your*s to have |3ee|i ^ a little I^Ja- 
tonk love from a King,' IS wKat the.mofl 
fcrupulous lady may admit of f^And. all 
6ttier 16 ve, replied Machtb^ being your 
due, my Queen, I. flattered myfelf, that 
neither you nor Inetta would difapprove of 
a little harmlefs amufement. , 

. * 1 like not, anfwered Ineha, to/play 
with even the preliminaries of love, wHich^ 
although perhaps not. criminal in: them-, 
lelves, will be interpreted otherw'ife by the. 
world ; the King*s Platonic addreffes I fhall 
not prcfume to judg6 of; but a$ the warrntfi 
with' which he enforced therri, wis of ^^hat;" 
nature, that 'I fhould^ have 'refented.'wjth. 
indignation, had th6y been offered *by' 
the gfeateft fubjedl of the' kingdoai ; fa 
even from the .King they have left hich an 
impreflion upon me. that however"* dun- 
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fully I .xefpeftj hipi, yet I flial?- <:onftft t 
Iiave'V greater regard for my own reputa- 
tion artd peace of mind i and therefbre, un- 
lefs I cati be affured that I IhaTl not be per- 
fecuted with any more of them, I muft beg 
leave to retire from the court: the King>. 
and you, Madam, will the more readily ap- 

Erove my refolutioa, that the honour t 
ave of being related to him OMgh.t to in- 
spire me witfi a cautiontorifk nothing that, 
may be inconfiftent with ^ that high plood

' The Queen aftedbed to applaud her re^ 
jfolutioD, ahliough fhe could v^ry ill ftoj 
mach the dignity with which (he condiidca 
what lh« had faid; nay, fhc beg^ fp be 
fulceptible .fo a fear, that ' the YQry"firc 
which Ihenad been fo induftrioUj^tQi^i^^^ 
might 4rdvet6 fuch a pitch, a8)rnigt«;'tcxmir 
pateiri. her own- ruin : ftie knew thztMaiiefJi 
was not to be baflSed, after he had refoIvedX 
Ae faw how defperately he was in love, aiid^ 
apprehended that he would try to obtaio^ 
the enjoyment, let the purcl^fc b|^ ever fi> 
dear to him i the therefore detcpjmjined/ 
tKat as t'^ere was; tiOr lecurity fqr heffelj 
feilt by obtaining the grVificatiori c 
tlie Kin^V jpaflioa upoa ?ny termsw 
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if the fair Inetta was not to be fub- 
dued, by the ordinary friarcs formed, to 
conquer virtue, to betray her into com- 
pliance. She foothed the King as well, 
m the mean time, as fhe could \ {he 
intreated him to be patient for a few days, 
and undertook at the peril of her life, by * 
one mean or other to acomplifh his hap- 
piriefs. 

• The King however not (being the idol of 
his foul as ufual, grew penfive and melan- 
choly; it was impoflible to entertain him. 
Bancbo furprifed him one day whilft he was 
Walking and muffng in his palace garden : 
and as a friend, intreated to know the caufc 
of jhis difcontent? Macbeth tried in his prc- 
fence to put on an appearance of greater 
compofure, but the emotions of his heart' 
would not difguife for him : Bancbo prefled 
him the more eameftfy, to let him at leaflf 
fhare in what diftrefled him, declaring i'^ 
he Ihould not have the power to 'alleviate it, 
he fhould certainly lighten the burthen by 
bearing a part of it. — ^He told Bancbo that 
he of all others, wa^ the lead likely to 
alfift him, and therefore 'defired he might 
defift from inquiring into the knowledge 
of what if once known, would , give hiiti 
pain, and rather* iiF poflible„ add tqi, thiti 
feffen hi3 awn. BaHcho Ihxfe' dr^ammg 
what could be the caufe, ftill ][)ierfifted; 



yca^. conjured him by all the ties- of ikcrecj;

like one thunder ftruck, hcfitated to reply .^ 
At length ifecovering himfclf ; I little 
thought faid be,, that the Wound coul^ 
point there*!

I would my Honour \ No ! i^acbeth woul<J 
pot permit, ihsit.BahcBo ftiould conlpire ia 
jproltituting to luft ^ filler f a virgin, of 
ypurown blood,! . You have not fo pooij 
9n opinion, of my .virtue l-^Bmcho 1 Baih, 
thoj faid the Kiog, I kjnowweltt;hy virtue^

tp njy wife> I have the greatcft affcdiojir 
Ipr your family, yet I coi5eii lih^ll never. 
be eafy, unlefs I can^e a chance of being. 
Kicceeded by either one of my own, or one, 
of my wifes body; I h^ye had, ^and may 
i^ve children of niy own body^ but thefe 
th^ l^>«.?f the land exclude* My . wifo h^ 
€0 appearance, as likely to have children 
as any other woman, and therefore I have 
l^ng thought that ^ change oi the culture^

aflift me, becaufc there is not inotfier in 
li^e, to whom I would trait a fecret of 
lb much importance -, and yet the only 
one whofe confent I cannot expeft, becaufe 
of difeppointrng your own pofterity. 
Thus did this artful man, as had been be- 
fore hand concerted between him, and the. 
is artfol Queen> give a very Ipecious .turn 
off, to his bafe defighs upon the virtuous 
Inena j when he found that her Brother 
was not to be feduced, to be an accompHfli^ 
in fuch. a difhonourable fcenc of debau- 
chery. 

* Bancbo was na lefs amazed at the laft, 
than with the former propofalr Hc^tolcf 
the King, his language was beyond alt 
comprehenfion ; that he certainly Ipoke inr 
paradoxes ; but if they were to have no- 
other end, than to divert his melancholy, 
Ke was happy in being the objeft of them r 
Macbelb ftudiedas much as in him lay, tot 
perfoade Bancbo that it was the "affair of his'' 
dwn family, and nothing regarding Ineita^ 
which was the caufe of his drfcompofure r 
JtfWfA^ however reafuned with him, as tcs 
the impropriety of that projeft alfo, fup- 
pofing it could have entered into his head ;' 
and argued, that if he was to prevail with 
iny perfon whatfoever to undertake To *un* 
heard of, and hazardous an attempt, the 
confequence would be rather to dift]utet 
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Um thomptjff than in the IcaA to tranqm^ 
life him : fo for this time they parted 
neither of them very well contented : A&o- 
ieib was unhappy in his unfuccefsful eiv 
deavours with Uancbo ; and Ban^ bo could 
not help^ heing greatly alarmed with apr 
prenfions on aocount of his lifter. Heimr 
mediately went to find her> and whep h^ 
fearnt from herfelf^ what had pafi^.be* 
tween her ^d the King, he ivas con6i'me4 
in his fears ^ for ^Ith^ugh the indifferent 
part the Queen had ,d(iledin the fcene^ 
had a good deal conopokd, the fears of 
the unfufpicious Jmt^a^ yet Bancba whQ 
^ad more expedience in the machinations 
of maixkind, was very much difturbed v» 
kis mind about it ; it wan therefore refolve^ 
between then), that Jnetta ihould embrace 
^ veiy firft qpiportunity of retiring intQ 
the cjoun^ry^j w^^hqut; fayipg one wo?4 
4bo>it iC-4;iatil ih^ Ihould be.i^^dy to tak^ 
^r leave., jil^cke^k^^^ his pa^t havjpg 
d^clofedeyery article of the converfatioii 
tt> hi* wife, who wasjj^een inthje projeft of 
enticing Bancb^ to her bed \ rather tq la* 
tisfy a|ielliih« thaaa fo|^ guft of paflion ren 
commended it tp him, to^ renew his applka-» 
tions withcaipy^ftnels, tp gs^in that end > m^ 
]( proj(n^e y,ou« %s (he, ^at tjie fame nighti 
th^t you c^ engage Banco tip ^tempt n)y\ 
Ijcd^ youfl^Ubqf^eiyed intp ih9\9ilnett/u 
■ * * Macbeth 
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Machetb now fhutting not only his eyci 
but his underftanding to every principle of 
honour, friendlhip or humanity \ and aggra- 
yatingin idea therelcntmenthc had awaken- 
ed in Bancba^ on account of an avowed de- 
sign iipon his fifter ; prompted by the moft 
ungovernable luft for her! and confider- 
ing him as*iin*almofl: invincible of obftruc- 
tion totlte completion' of his happinefs: 
he refolves to purfue his wife's' advice, let 
the cbnfequences be what theyma^. He, 
therefore, in a fit of real fanguot and per- 
turbation of mind, fends for Bancbo to at- 
tend him in his clofet, and there renewed th^ 
difcourfe upon the mifery he fiifiered, and 
which preyed every day, he faid fo mucH 
deeper and deeper upon his fpirits ; that 
it was become quite infupportable to hira : 
he continued, by telling him that he • had 
evert mentioned his |)rbi>nlal ! regarding 
Bancho to the Queen, who although at 
firft riHich difcompofedby it,* was- at l<^gt^ 
fo moved by the dtftrcfs (He ' faw h!rh irt,' 
that he did not doubt of reconciling her 
foon to the experiment propofcd, eictra* 
ordinary as it was ! fo that now my friend, 
concluded he, the peace, or wrtftchednefs- of 
yours King and friend^ is entirely depend- 
ing upon you. The gravity with -which 
he delivered himfelf upon this occafion, 
made fome imprefllon u|K>ti Bancbo ; who 
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&aring that every; ol:ja£bion he might op-^ 
pofe to it,, would be interpreted a$ fpring- 
ipg froip[i felf intereftednefs, appeared, ra- 
ther confentiog than averfe to the defign : 
but withal, ^ hoping ftill to procure a delay, 
he urged, that if the Queen fhould be 
prevailed wijth, to cominit Juch an unconv- 
mon violence, againil decency and incli-. 
nation ; yet, that he the King, (hould un- 
dou]t>tedly, have Irft the choice of her ob- 
jedt entirely to herfelf : Machfh replied, 
that 'he had ^ truly done fo ; and that .as it 
was an- intrigue prompted . by no fort of - 
paflion, bwR merely, an ^ffair of expedient* 
cy,. her opinion coinci4ed in every rc%e6t 
with his •, that in an endeayour of fo vaft 
importance, where the honour and credit 
of the kiggjdpn?, with her perfonal fame 
an^xeputation were the valuable flakes, if 
theye^asany man ^a earth dcferviqg of 
fuch a;con)idence,^ftmuft be Bancho. Bnn:^, 

ya could noc eaC^ly conquer 2^ variety • of. 

[oubt^ which fpruQg{in his miiKl ; but • he 
had heard too much ;- he .kne>y not how to 
cpc^de, r.Macl^h pefiPdved heffiras^jw&a- 
ting, and fearing the plot ihould * nnfgive, * 
begjan , to r ujpl:^aKi> hitji^ -with. ' wa^t of 
frieodfli^l and iu^nfibility to the honour, 
propofed to him. Bancha aflured the 
King, thatin point of friendfbip no man 
ever felt \^ impreillons ftronger thaA he ; 

and 
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Queen*s bed was undoubtedly \Hieiam^lfcd» 
but withal he faid, it was an honoiir of foch* 
«tn extraordinafy nature, and tharged with 
fuch hazards in the execotion, that for his' 
foul he could not tell h^w he Ihould imiftef ' 
up a fufficicrtcy of affurartcey to naake df 
cender of his perfan^ to a'Queen whoiri.h* 
had never approached but - with vdncra^^ 
tion. Macbeth bid him be perfectly ^9f\ 
on thatfcore j that -every thing ihould be 
fo conduced, as that he ffaould enjoy the* 
plealure, or perform the duty, which ever' 
hcchofetothink it, without' the expencei 
of one blulh. In fine ; Bambax laft, tho* 
very reluctantly^ promiled to be at the 
King's difpofal, and ta proceed in the 
affair as he (hould be by him direfted. 

• Macheth now haftens to-^et his Lacfy 
with the fuccefs, and w Remind her df the" 
^romife to accomplish his fruition in the- 
confequence : She had already^ preparecj* 
for the event, in her imagination, everftr-; 
tile in mifchicfs ! An aniverfary feftivial was 
at hand, flit plans the exectition o^her 
dire intent for that night. In the intenral^^ 
.the King having aflumed a more regular' 
and eafy appearance, than had beeri ob^ 
fcrved for fome days paft ; and having 
commanded even his looks, from betray-^ 
ing any . fymptons alarming to Inetta : 

Bancbo 
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BaHcho aflually begaa to baniihr the alarms 
He kad entertaiaed upon her account, and 
to believe that the; King's uneafinefs had 
really proceeded from the ridiculous caufe 
he had himlelf aHigincd for it, and was 
therefore lefs folititous about her depar- 
ture from court,' than other wife he would 
have becl^. ^ . 

' Upon the morning of the fatal day, that 
Lady Macbeth had deftined for the moft 
lannatural tragedy that ever was afted, 
Macbeth called upon Bamho in the morn- 
ing, and telling him, that that was to be' 
the night, which he hoped would beget 
iiim an heir fot his Kingdom, he in-* 
yited him, with his family, to comme- 
morate the feaft, which was his own 
birth-day^ at the palace ; and, fays he, 
that you maybeunfler no fort of appre- 
henfions of committing any difagreeable 
furprife upon the Queen, and to prevent 
the blufties of either of you, I will myfeif 
condudt you into, and help to undrefs you 
in the bed-chamber ! And to give the 
moil natural look to the whole, continued 
he, thit neither the domeftickis of your? 
houfe, nor of the palace, may make any 
fufpicious obferv^tions, I will at fupper 
publicly infift, that you, your fon and 
fitter, may all fleep in the Palace for the 
night. Bancbo was now too deeply en- 
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gaged, to diffent fmm airy thing he pro- 
pofcd, and thcrefoFC went about making 
the ncceffary preparations to partake of a 
feftivity, which was to be crowned with 
the deftruftion of himfelf and family. 

*'Never was there a more fplendid court, 
than came to folemnize that anniverfa'ry ; 
tlie day was fpent in the height of luxury 
and joy, nor was there the leaft room left, 
for the mdft prying eye to fulpeft that it 
could end otherwifc than as it had begun -, 
only, as if providence had meant to dif- 
appoint the blood thirfty Queen m her 
hopes of annihilating a whole race, which 
was her mercilefs defign; young Fleans^ 
Bancho*s fon, was taken fo fuddenly ill, 
that it was neceflary to carry him .home,' 
and which accident had well nigh defeated 
the whole projeft -, for the tender hearted 
Inetta^ who doated on her nephew with a 
parental fondnefs, would not participate 
in any of their diverfions, but infifted on 
attending him home, until it fhould be 
feen what turn his illnefs might take. 
This interruption threw fuch a cloud' of 
heavinefs over their enjoyments, and more 
over fome of their expectations, th«t the 
face of things was changed from gaiety 
to fadncls. Macbeth counterfeited a pro- 
digious concern for Fleans^ and would not 
reft Iktisfied, unlefs he went in perfon to 
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fee how it was with him^ and that he might 

kave no room with Bancbo to imagine that 

he had any fort of inclination to catch Inetta 

alone, he mod artfully dellred Bancbo to 

go with him ; which he as readily com** 

plied' with. They found Fleans fo well , 

recovered, that he might have rejoined the 

company, but his phyfician difuaded i( : 

the refl ho wever all returned immediately 

to the palace,, and there renewed theiir 

iollity. A few felefted favourites were 

kept to fupper ; amongflthcfe Bancbo and 

his fifterjj who having got notice by the 

iphyfician that young Fleans had gone to 

reft, quite conipofed,- they could not refift 

MacheiVs. importunities to (leep in the 

palace. 

* Now the hour arriving for the accom- 
.'pliftiment of the Queen's inhuman piir- 
""pofes, fhe retired with the devoted Ineit^^ 
.and another, a lady of the Br^ad Alhant 
family,, a maid of honour,, to their refpediv^ 
apartments. Soon afterwards Macbeth con- 
dud's Bancbo into the bed-chamber,, allot- 
ted for him, but which for the fore part of 
that night was to be occupied by Macbeth i 
it was the next adjoining to the Queen's ^^ 
here they both undrels,. and in their loofc 
night gownSj Macbeth leads Bancbo into ' 
bis wife's room, where every thing ap- 
peared as if prepared for the receptiof^ 
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of a brideorroom : how foon Bancho was 
ready to ftep into bed^ he drew afidc- 
the curtains on purpofe that the Queen 
might fee him, fo as not to be deceived in 
the peribn intended to fill her arms ; and 
thereupon Macbeth withdrew. 

• Bancboy rather feduccd, than temptcA 
to this trial of his manhood, lay a few 
minutes infenfibleto any of thofe emotions^ 
which men arc. apt to /eel when they get 
within the curtains, to a new objed of their 
own courting -, but at length the commu-^ 

•nicative warmth, which fcldom fails to. 
move perfons of, a different fcx, when 
in one bed, began to quicken iti the 

-deftincd viftim ; and turning' hitnfclf tit> 
the clofer embrace, hbrrid to relate Lfhe 
received him on the point of a dagger fl>€ 
had fecreted in the bed for the purpoTe, and 
which Ihe baibaroufly thruft non^ to hit 
heart I ^ 

* We mufl next follow Macbeth to the 
commiflion-i)f an aftion on his part, no 
otherwife lete flagitious than his wife's, thar* 
that the temptation to it was XK)t quite ip 
diabolical. He no fooner had bid good 
night to Bancho^ than he haftened to the 
apartment of the fifter of Broctd AlbanCy 
who had been corrupted to facilitate the 

* ruin of the lovely Inetta j and having learnt 
frorpher^ that the unfuipicious charmer, 

had 



Rad'beeir prevailed upon to fwallbw the* 
opiate cordial prepared for her, he might 
certainly enter into the folds of raviih- 
ment, without alarming her- The devo- 
ted facrifice flept in the next room ; and 
flept fo profoundly, that the betrayer had 
an opportunity unobftrudled, of feafting his 
greedy eyes, and facriltgious hands,, with 
every excitement to luft, which a form fo 
pcrfcft could inflame him with ! until 
by every nerve being overcharged with 
iwelling emotions, and impatient for gra- 
tification, he like a thief purloined uncom- 
plete fruition ! infenfible as. flie was, fuch- 
unufual didurbance and painful agita- 
tion awoke her -, but no words, not even 
can imagination form an adequate idea of 
the agonies which diftrafted her, how fuon 
(he became confcious of her lituation! 
'And yet the unpitying wretch, unmoved by 
•Jbch immenfe diftrefs,. conceiving, that now/ 
reanimated, (he might yet bcftow more per- 
fcft blifs, again eflays to aggravate the 
mighty woe, by forcing her to feel, An 
feeble fttuggling a repetition, of the ill, 
which, already, me had infenfibly fubmit- 
ted to ! At length, alarmed with uncouth 
diftant ikrieks,. he leit the pitiable object, 
to the relief of death, or to the lels fup- 
portable wailings of plundered innocence ! 
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^ The inhuman Queen had. no iboner 
finiflied the murder of Bancbo^ than Ihc 
jumped from the bed and fcreamed out fo 
vehemently, that (he foon aroufed the neigh- 
bouring ladies of her bed-chamber, and 
even the more remote guards ; (he counter- 
feited a fort of diftra^tion to a nicety, and 
in that conflernation the King entered, 
while madam was pouring forth invc<5ti\res 
againft the lifelefs Bancbo^ for having made 
a daring attempt to rob her of her virtue, 
and todiflionourthe King's bed j which no- 
thing, (he faid, could have prevented, buf 
by a feeming compliance, to wait the op- 
portunity of his laying alide the dagger 
which he had held drawn at Ker boiom, 
. quickly to fnatch it* up, and inftantly to 
plunge '}X. into his ! She di(remblcd this 
affair fo well, that (he had already gained 
over both the attendants and guards into 
a belief of the faft, as (he related it. 
MacbethhovitwtY pretended hot only the 
laftfurprize, but appeared as if extremely 
unwilling to credit fuch an imputation 
againft his coufin Bancbo ; he ordered that 
a council (hould be called to meet within 
three hours; that the Queen, with all thofe 
perfons who at firft were withefles of the 
fituation, (hould attend j for that in aquef- 
tion where the parties were fo nearly con- 
neded with him, 'he would not truft him- 
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iclf as judge, but leave ic to the more inv 
partial inquiry of a council, 

^ In the mean time he returned to the 
chamber in which he had locked up the 
wretched Ineita ; (he had. now recovered 
fome fenfe of her lamentaUe condition, 
and at fight of him fhe fent forth fuch a 
difnial fliriek, as even ftruck his own 
har4ened foul with terror ! he prayed that 
for her Own fake Ihe would be patient for 
a moment, vowed that the ardour of his' 

Eafiion, and the coldnefs with which fhe 
ad treated him, urged him to commit 
what he had done^ and what his owa 
confcience blamed him for : But be not fi^ 
much furprifed, my dear Inettay cononued 
he ; your virtuous brother Bancbo ! had this 
fame night the like defign againfl the 
honour of the Queen ^ and which nothing 
could have prevented the perpetration o^* 
but that fhe having more the foul of a man, 
than of a woman, had refolution, by 
means of his own dagger, to protedt her 
perfon and my honour from the meditated 
aflault ! Such, fuch, fays he, is the irrefift* 
able power of real love, that it will break 
through every barrier of obitruftion ! Re- 
concile yourfelf then, thou loveliefl of thy 
' fex, to what is paft -, my whole life fhall 
be fpent in making yon reparation for 
what you have fuffered ^ and if you can 

aft 
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a6Ewith prudence, even the half of my/ 
crown may not be without your reach f^ 
in vain did flje often attempt to interrupt 
him, his very voice founding in her eafs 
worfe than the hils of ferpents ! But catch- 
ing at his laft words. Impious wretch! 
faid fhe indignantly, and doft thou think 
as bafcly of my virtue as of thy own ^ that 
thou couldft repair thy treachery to me 
by perfidy to thy Qxieen !— -Be gone !* let me 
cfcape from this manfion- of devils, that 
after exhaufting the remaining ftrength yow 
have left me, in invocations to heaven and. 
earth for vengeance, I may next bury my 
diftrefs in- the. unreproaching grave! 
Soothing being vain, he next rcforts to 
threat^; and telling her, that fhe; her 
nephew, and whole family, being in his 
power, if Ihe perfiftcd in her obftinacy, nay, 
if Ihe would not promifc fecrecy, he would 
make a fatal facrifice of every one of them 
to hii provoked refentmcnt. Never was un- 
liappy woman fo perplexed i ihe promifed 
and unpromifed in the feme inftant, but 
at laft- imploring on. her knees permiflion to 
inquire after hernephcw's health, arid pro- 
mifing to admit him to her own- apartment 
m the afternoon, he gave her leave - • to rer- 
tire. .. ' •. 

* The Council was now met, fd hear and 
jtidge of the information xonccming Btm- 
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'€b$^s plot ^pon the C^een, and thecaufe of 
his fuddcn death. The aitful Queeo bad 
every point of evidence' quite clear. Ban- 
ebU's undrefs, his body being a£hially 
found in her bed, her loud and diftraded 
fcreams, the diflreis and confufion in 
which fhe at firft appeared; inlhort every 
prefun\ption concurred to exculpate heip, 
and condemn the unhappy Bancbo I I 
alone doubted; I defired'that the fatal 
poinard ihould be openly expofed ; perhaps 
fonie ^one might inform, if ever, and 
where it had been feen before; bccaule 
fure I faid it was none o{Sancho\ ; in that 
moment I flood finglc, even the penetra- 
ting Arple^ till after hehad leen Inetta^ vizs 
unuilpicious : and In line, .this dark aSatr 
was fo well conducted on the part of Ma(h 
htb and his wife, that the inajority of the 
council would have voted fome fort of 
ignominy upoa the dead body ; but Mae^ 
hetby who until the lail, had fat fHent, as 
'if determined that his oppion, or what he 
ihould fay, might biafs no mortal, thep 
rofe up and fpoke; he pathetically r&- 
greted, that by fuch an unexpeded de- 

feneracy in the breafl: of his couun Bancb^ 
e had fuffered, as well a& the ftate, an irr^ 
parable lofs ;. the ft ate had loft a :good 
foldier and a counfeltor ; he had, ifor hit 
ihare> not only loft thefe, but withal, the 
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partner of his foul, his firft confident, and 
fincere friend ! He thank'd the council for 
the refentment they were willing to fliew 
to the indignity offered to his honour y but 
hoped, as the injury was pointed chiefly 
againft himfelf, they would allow him to 
difpenfc with any marie of infamy intended 
to be done updn the corpfe, and permit 
that it might De decently intei'red r This 
well affeftcd clemency, had any fufpicionS 
got place, would have gone fome length to 
banilh them, for it wrought, greatly in 
Macieth^s favour, 

* How foon the Council rofe, the nobfc 
jfrgyte who was a near relation to the 
''mother of Inetta^ went direftV to Bancho\ 
houfe. in order to carry condolence to his. 
■ fon and fifter r The melancholy Tnetta had 
.'fliut herfcif up to ruminate over her dif- 
•trcfsful condition ; having ordered admit- 
•tance to be refufed to every body,, except- 
ing only yfrgyle^ to whom fhe was refolved 
fuHy to unbofom herfelf ; fhe did fo ac- 
cordingly 5 but it is impoflible to give you 
any fort of copy of the original dcfcriprion 
which the venerable Arg^le gave me of the 
affefting pifture he beheld in the dejefted, 
defpondingTi^//^^/ He then arranged every 
eircuriiftance relating to the • two families 
fince the hour of MacbetV% firft declara- 
lioa of lore ta Inetta \ and from the^ whole. 



he concluded that Macbttb and his wife 
had aftually commited thefe execrable 
villanies now related of them. The firfl: • 
ftep he took, was immediately to remove 
m^eans into England ; and then by degrees 
to imprefs the minds of all thofe whom he 
could perfuade into confidence with him, 
with his Own* fcntiments of the murder^.

and to wait patiently for that hour when 
they fhduld have ftren^th fufiicient, to do 
jiiffice to the blood and honour ofBancbo's 
family. But fo uncommonly popular had 
Macietbhy this time rendered himfelf, that, 
almoft every body were fpies for him -, I 
knew this better than any body elfe ; and 
although from ArgyW% relation to, me of 
what he had been informed by Inetta^ I 
was equally imprefled with fulpicions ; yet 
I ftill recommended to Argyle the utmoft 
clrcumfpeftion in his condudt ; and what 
has-madeyou, Glamis^ as well as many of 
the nobility of thefe days, entertain jealou- 
fies with regard to me ? it >yas becaufe I 
would never declare my fcntiments in the 
prefence of any mortal, where there could 
be a poITibility of conveying them to the 
ear of the King. 

' Sufpicions of the foul play which Ban-, 
cho and his fitter had fufFcred, gained 
ground every day, and many of the moft 
virtuous of the nobles having withdrawn 

their 



their attendance from court; av^akcrted; 
fearful appreheiriions in the Kmfc who^ 
had, bf corrupting' their domefticki and' 
others who bad beft accefe tothdr privacies^ 
pirocurcd intelligence of almoft every con- 
vcrfation they held* He iflued a procla- 
mation requiring their atcendyice, on pre*' 
tenceof affiftingin the affairs of govern- 
ment ; a few appeared, but many more 
cxcufed themfclves and continued in re- 
tirement: at length he dispatched public 
meflengers with armed force; ta apprehend 
thofe againft whom he had the cleareft 
proofs ^ having^ fcandalized him ; and as : 
many as were found out, were brought to; 
£ertb^ where diey underwent a form of 
trial, were convided of difobedience, of^ 
undutiful and feditiousf difcourfe, and capi- 
tally condemned. Some days previous to 
their execution, I took an opportunity ^ to * 
expoftulate with him upon the feverity of 
the meafures he was purluing ; he turned 
fhort upon me ; ha 1 faid- he, is it fo, and 
is Jngus alfo my enemy ? that is more 
than I feared I but know. Thane I that as 
there is no other choice left me, but either 
to fall myfelf, or to rid the kingdom of 
thofe fecret enemies who are daily forming 
cabals againft me, I am rcfolvea to finim 
my work, and not be the tame depen- 
dant upon their fmiles or frowns that my

What I had heard 5 and I confefe, that for* 
itay own fafefy, and that I nnight have any

-aifter diflennbk J a conformitjr tq hts wayjr 
of proceeding, howfocver abntrd • rcfolving 
*b wait umil an opportunity flioirid prefenc 
itfeffj' when I might openly aft more con- 
HCtently with my own fentiments. 

* The firft trial he made, whether or no* 
I was^ fincere in the approbation of his ar- 
bitrary fchemes, was to require my figna* 
tore ta an aft of fbrfcitufe againft the noble 
Thaine of Argyle^ Who had hitheito baffled 
c?very inquiry for difcovering his haunts : 
he knew there was the ftriaeflr amity be- 
tween the Thane and me, and he therefore 
expefted, that I would for certain remon- 
ftrate agarnft a proceeding fo afFeding to 
myfelf ; but I was prepared for him ; and 
after fubfcribing to the forfeiture with the 
X3tmoft fceming readinefe, 1 informed him 
of what, however, be had intelKgence of 
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by other means ^ that I knew- tha$ ArgjW% 
fon, the young Lortiy was privately enter- 
tained at an aunt's houfc, not very remote; 
and I advifed, that Lorn fhould be forth* 
with taken into cuftody, and then a frefh 
proclamation ifllied, that unlefs Ar^Uy 
within a fixed time, did furrender, and 
anfwer to his accufationi that his fon fhould. 
at the expiration of the fummons, be made 
a public facrifice! This propofition he 
greedily approved, and I thereby had the 
good fortune to re-eftablifh myfelf in his 
confidence. Lorn was immediately Jei^sed 
upon, and according to my wilh, was 
committed into my cuftody. The pious 
father, in confequence, furrendercd in a few 
days thereafter. The King, after having 
cxaniined him himfelf, and endeavouring 
in vain to pump out of him a full difcovery 
of the fecret purpofes of his enemies, re- 
commended a fccond examination by me, 
hoping, that through the power of that 
friendfliip that had long fubfifted between, 
lis, I might draw from him, iiTconfidence, 
a difcovery which the King could not efFe6l. 
I undertook the tafkj but guefllng that the 
King would conceal himfelf, fo as to be 
within hearing, I managed the . conference 
fo dextroufly, that while I gained . upon 
MacbelFs opinion of my fidelity to him,.! 
llirred up the highcd indignation againft 

me 
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Ittc in the breaft of honeft Argyle. After 
this cxAmination was over, Macbeth^ who 
knew as well as myfelf all that had paffed, 
fhcwcd, however, a plaufiWc impatience to 
get the accovmt of it from me •, I related it 
as it was-, told him, I could as yet learn 
nothing new from him ; that he acknow- 
ledged an inrftrpefabje averfion to the King^ 
and no lefs to myfelf -, and that, finally, he 
had declared, that'the offer of no rewards, ' 
nor thefearof anypuniftimcnt, Ihouldcver 
prevail with him to attach himfelf to a man 
-who had contrived themarder of one coufiii, 
and committed a barbarous rape upon the 
perfon of another, which the unforttlnate 
Inetta^ *now^ languifhing in a moijiaftery', 
declared, with inconteftable proofs^ to ,aH 
the world 1 The enraged Macbeth propofedT 
inftantly to condemn him to the torture, 
"^hich I afiefted at onceto corrravr iir, and 
I actually gave oi-ders ' to prepare for it •, 
bw in tfie interim, throwing rpyfelf, as if 
•by accident', in the* Kihg'sway, I began ro 
f eafort. with him Upon the affair of Argyle. 
1 tcHA Hlrh, that there was no doubt but it 
ifft& \Tt Argyie^'s pc/wer to make difcovcrits 
tibf the Highieft importance, but that I knew

hk lamily. The nwnfter thought it befl to 
obey, and thanklefsly left his entertainers, 
with a heart as full of refentment as of luft : 
From the caftle he went . immediately in 
<j«eft.of fome of his profligate brethren, 
and having found out four or five as big 
ruflians as himfelf, he with them, returns 
to the caftle in the dead of night ; and 
rfter fetting fire to one part. of it, they en- - 
tered fwordin hand into another: Maclean 
did not dream of his ungrateful goeft, but 
fulfpe<9:ing them to be a party authorifed by-' 
the King to apprehend and carry him off 
a prifoner, on account of a backwardnefs i 
he had Ihewn to deliver up fome rights of:

Prayers, teansandftri^ling were all uie* 
lc& : Life jtift fuppopted her to behold one 
of the ruf&ans' maflacre one of the 
children ! She then fainted away, and be« 
tween. the agonies of life and death, the 
villian not only perpetrated a moft brotal 
ravifhment, but had the ftill more unex* 
ampled barbarity, tofuffer his vUeaccom'- 
plices to commit the fame execrable a£kion« 
Kt the mean time Msckan having walked 
round his houfe, halving feen partf of it oti 
f^re, and ohierving no guaras about it, 
fappofed then^ that the alarm had been 
rather from thi*vcsi than from troops j he 
re-entered his. houfe^ but feeing no body 
but two or three iervants running wildty 
to and fro in fearch of him and bis wiiist, 
of whom,, with his children, he found he 
had been rob^di ^ he was, you may be- 
lieve, in a fiatc of the utmoft diftrad:ion \ 

How 
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How foon'the ruffians had fiaifhed their h^ 
vagc pwrpofe, ' they went their ways, leav- 
ing the poor abufed gentlewoman, cle« 
prived of all fenfation, befmeared with 
the blood of one, and amidft the heart- 
fending cries of the two furviving children! 
In this deplorable condition, .did the mifei^ 
table hufband, after fome hours fearch, find 
liis violated family ! What could be done 
in fuch a cafe for her recovery, was done 
but ineflPeftually ; the poor woman did not 
-furvive the calamity many hours. 

* Maclean then fearlefs, or rather care- 
lefs of the King's refcfttment, prefents 
liimfelf at court, and fupplicates redrels. 
The villain owned the flagitious faift, but 
urged in his defence, that it was in terrorem 
of others,' who difputed the King's autho- 
rity \ and having appealed to the falfe tef- 
timony of his acceffaries, Maclean was ac- 
cufed of having fpoken contemptuoufly of 
the King; and in fine, in place of obtaining 
redrefs, he was thrown into prifon, and 
there fecrctly murdered. 

• It would be too Ihocking to the humane 
ear, if I fhould recount any more of the 
barbarities, iwith which every day then 
diftinguilhed this flagitious reign ! I 
diflcmbled almoft a conftant indifpofition, 
.that I might ftiun the mortification of be- 
ing prefenc in fuch a diabolical council^ 

Q^ which 
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vvVich was tHcn compofed of iiich inonftdt 
bnly» as could bemoft forward in contriving 
ond €;pEecuting the dcftrudtion of thofe of 
their fellow creatures whofe po^ser or vif^ 
tucs rendered them fu^^ed by, and ob^ 
hoxious to the tyrant. And I, may : with 
truth aflure you, that even I, whofttV 
held the nominal, withoutany ihare of the 
executive office c^ a niinifler^ fekiom went 
to fleep, that I did not dread the being 
ftirpri&d, with my family, by afiaStos, be- 
fore next tnorning. So that however flat*- 
tering the grandeur of a prime nnnifter 
tnay be, it is for the moft part a (itoar 
tion rather to be pitied than envied. If II 
weak King is on the throne, you are lurfc 
to be perplexed with the dangerous emular- 
tion c^* fadtions -, and if a tyrant reigns, 
you muft give the^fanAion of your name 
to deeds horrible to think of; and the ra- 
rity of a fovercignuntinftured with neither 
the one nor the other, gives the chance a- 
gainft any well meaning minifter, whetha: 
his (lation is to be defireable ot not^ 
people who have no acceis to penetrate into 
the fccret machinery of government, often 
blame the minifter with mifinanagements, 
which are purely th6 efieds of either the 
weak or defpotick temper of the monarch, 
whofe blemi(hes it is at the faiqe tiihe his 
favourites duty to throw a veil over, if in 

his 
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Jki& power; This was a diHy which I con«» 
|bj[^ I pcrfevered in too long^ uocil at length 
irfaandmyfelf in a difemma, out of which 
I could hardly hope to extricate my&lf. 
. It would rpin out mv relation to too great 
a length, otherwife I mould now give yo\x 
Ibmo account in what manner the young 
tiiorH was educated, and paft his time during 
(i^e apparent confinement under which he 
fQQtinued in my guardianihip ^ and of th2 
priOgrefs of ^n intimacy, a friendfhip, and 
at 1^ the generous paflion which mutually 
^9Wfd in his^ and the brcaft of my Eug€* 
^ 5 ^ my fpirits are already too much 
fXha|i^Qdtoru^)ort me through that afieft^ 
tog dpi^^: I wj)l therefore leave the dif* 
pii0kw of that interefting part .of the me- 
^ir¥ of thefe days to Lorn himfelf, who 
wijl be capat)le of relating it the more em^

' Although the ^^^»*s arbitary and in- 
human temper continued ftill impenetra*- 
ble to the awakenings of confcience, it was 
BOt now fo with Macbeth ; he was s^raid of 
every moving figure that came near hitn \ 
he ftarted at every noife ! in fliort, he was 
afraid of himfelf! Thefe admonition^ 
of a guilty confcience put him in the mind 
©f ereding fome ftror>g hold for his p«r* 
fonalieeurity, and it was therefore that he 
founded that ftrong fortification on th€ 
top of Dun/inane hill, to the building - of 
which he commanded by proclamatiofi 
that every nobleman and gentleman in the 
Jdngdom ihould contribute, byfurmfhing 
money, materials, and artificers, in pro^ 
portion to the extent of their ft vera) eftatesv 
A ^ this time Macduff y the lioble Thane ci 
J^ife^ whofe power and virtue had already 
rendered him odious to the iniquitous courts 
became the next great objedb of the King 
and Queen's retentment ; he could not 
prevail with Himfelf to harrafs his tenants 
and vafTals by giving obedience totheKingV 
procla^nation ; he therefore dreaded juftly 
the effeds of his refentment, and happily 
for him made bis efcape into England, leav«- 
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it)g i^t fmnagemcnt of all his affairs, «nv 
Qr^ly -€0 His lady, who being nearly related 
td Mskcht^^ he flattered himfelf, might 
e1u<k every bad confequence of his wrath.* 
Matbeib fu(pe6Hng that Macduff would 
meditate an efcape, fummoned fome of his 
ohoieo banditti, and putting himfelf at; 
their head, marched, fo foon as the days of 
the proclamations had expired, with great^ 
privacy towirds the eftate of Macduff^ with' 
d^ view to ieizef his peribn and to plunder^ 
Hb pofleflions. He arrived in the nighty and - 
fbrraunded Matduff^% caflle, and being per-; 
nutted to enter without any fort of re-- 
Manee^ the farmed lady flung herfelf,;, 
^h her inhbeent crying children, pro- 
^^flrate befwc him, imploring for mercy .^ 
His fierce foul ^Vas now agitated with jar-* 
riifig ' paflions ! he w^ furious on account ' 
of Maeduff^ efcape \ while at the fame 
time the beautiful figure of IzAy Macduff^ 
greatly heightened by the fupplicating pof* 
tttf* into which ftie had thrown herfelf, . 
touched his rapacious heart with a diffcr- 
cttt emotion ! At firft he diflembled a gen-*' 
tknefs no^ become unnatural to him; he 
f aifed her up, and embracing her with the 
warmth rather of authority than com- 
placency, flie (hook with terrour ! he im- 
mediately told her with an abruptnefs,' 
ihocking to innocence, that flie had one 

0^3 >yayi 
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mH^y, and but one left, to farVC the livei if 
l^v children, and her hufband's polT^ffioi^;. 
and that was, to comply inftantly, and; 
gratify the palTion fhe had kindled in himK 
She kneeled ! fhe teared ! ihe expoftulated 
with all the energy of afiliftive i^nfationl 
It was all ill vain! In vain did ibe pleads « 
her admitting him into the caftle as a rela-* 
tion, as. her friend^ and a& her Ki^ig ! ini 
vain did Ihe urge every abufe of hoipitality,, 
and the ijnkingly manner by whi<^ he 
offered to violate its laws. In fine, having I 

affumed a firmnefs which ever accoinpa* ' 

l)ies determined virtue, {he told him ihe 
valued her fortune^ ihe loved her children^ 
ahd fhe revered her hu£band, and y^et^ bid 
Kim kno>y that fhe prefered hpr honour tt> 
all ! The unfeeling tyrant lavighed in ridi- "' 
<;ule, ordered ^her two children to be, 
murdered in her eye fight, and then com- 
manding that fhe fhould be bound and car-^ 
lied into her bed-chamber ! he followed,, 
and there, after having committed the 
rtiofl execrable ravifhment that ever man« 
But hinlfelf could dare the commiffion of^ 
tjiat he might put an end to her agonized ^ 
groans, he alfo ordered herfelf to be 
murdered ! He next proclamed Macduff 9, 
traitor, forfeited his eftates, and pro- 
hibited correfpondence with him on painoC 
dci^th and cpniifcatign.! . 
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* On his Jfetum from this fcene of barbr- 
rity, he.camcioii a vifit to my houfe, oni 
purpofe tD^learn how fuch tranfa<5tiohs wrrc 
relilbed by. mc ; and moft unfortunately,* 
though ccinfidcnr^ th^t it has produced 
this happy cfcape, I niay rather fay fortu- 
nately, he caft his eye, for thefirft time- 
fince fhe had arrived at the ftate of puber- 
ty, .upon my Eugenia^ whom, until that 
houTv 1 had carefully conceded from his* 
lapaciovis eyes ; hecatched fire dt fight of 
ber beauty, and even in the inflant made 
infmuaiions againft her virtue ! Nay he had* 
tne effrontery todemand herof myfelf, for 
his n^iftrefsi the dreadful examples of Inttlit 
rndBambovrtrttoofxAl in my memory, not 
t!Q;Cititkmmfragainftthe effeds of a flat 
denial ; on tfeie contrary, I tried only to de- 
fer the fliocking purpole, by f>romifing^ 
that I would myfelf recommend his fuit,' 
and exhort her to a fenfibility of the prefer- 
ence with which he confidered her. By this 
means I flattered myfelf with gaining fome 
days, and was in the mean time bufy me- 
ditating the moft probable meafures for an- 
cfcape. Engenia^ who was not altogether a, 
ftranger to the vicious difpofitions of Mac* 
hetby became miferable with fear, fince the; 
firft approach he made to her -, he made 
his errands more frequent at my houfcv 
and it was with the. utmoft difficulty that*

and to reconcile her to the honour he m^ 
tended for her ; but th^(C>jas . no iiid^ Yk«r> 
had ever before enjtered into eitheiv&er^s*w 
my bead v and that^ ^s every lefiooibfe iiad»^ 
ftudied &om her infancy, haviag beeny^. 
without regarding diftin^ona of men, to«- 
tally repugnant to the thoughts of any pka«^ 
fure or grandeur not confident with virtue,; 
a little time was necelTary to reafon her into* 
an alteration of her fentiments; for I cold» 
him, it would indeed be a hardffaip put up^ 
on me, to command by authority what I 
hoped fo fopn to accomplish by periuafion» 
He appeared fomewhat fatisfied, but pcr- 
fifted in feeing her^ promifing at the iame 
time, on his word, that he ihould be fo far 
itom offering any thiog tliat might di%ufi^

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her, drat oh that occaBon he would only 
mention love with great delicatcnefs. To 
pleafe him, I went out to call hei-,. but find-

Angus having thus fini^ed hi^ narr^t^on, 
€he Venerable Gimmf ^mhtzttd,K\ifixn t^^ 
lof wcohdiiation, fadly intenrtipted Wi 
^w^Kng figha \Wikhxdc:^ori ihfi thoughts 
<>f bis diftreflfed cfeiuhtrjr. The geiieroui 
iiis^taf Edmufjiiy and' the otbief^ j^rtffnc. 
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mcvc proportlonably naoyed ; ^and the whok 
(concluded) not only in prayers, but in firm 
refolves, to leave nothing undone for the 
recovery of the honour and rights of that 
oppreffed kingdom. 

We have already feen to what accident 
it was owing, that the young Lortty whei> 
no more than thirteen years of age, came 
into the hands of Angus \ but his enter- 
\ tainment, and the manner ofhis education, 
with a variety of circumftances, both in- 
ftru£ting and interefting, during his nur- 
ture and tutelage in that family, remains to 
be related ; a tafk, as our manufcript in- 
forms, which was performed by himfelf, 
to gratify the anxious inclinations of his 
generous benefaftors. ^ 

This fmall, but happy fociety, having 
next day conveencd in Edmund's garden, 
when the feafonable.ferenity of a delightful 
day contributed to heighten the attention 
fuitable to fuch an affe£bing narration. 
Lorn thus proceeded :

* You have heard, faid .l|e, by . whM 
means the Tyrant, deftined me to confine- 
ment; how'difficult then muft it be forme 
to do juftice to that benignity, which, in 
\ place of a prifon, had prcmred for oie an 

academy j for I had bcch but a few days 

under 
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vn^ef the hofoitable roof of the noble 
Angus, till I found myfelf in the hands o£ 
preceptors, well chofcn, not to inftruft me 
fimply in the knowledge of languages and 
fciences, but to form my mind co the moll 
genuine notions of virtue and philofophv^ 
and in place of being trained, agreeable to 
the bale purpofc of Macbeth, to a tame fub- 
jeftion to meafures of flavery and oppreC- 
fion, my leflbns were fuch as inlpired me 
conrinually with an. abhorrence of fuch 
fetal dodrines. 

* That afliduity and pleafure with which' 
I applied myfelf to ftudy, and the paternal 
fympathy of my guardian, left me no room 
to imagine I was in confinement ; and as in 
, intervals I had opportunities of relaxing niy 
mind with the engaging prattle of the liiUe 
charming Eugenia, then but ten years old," 
my timewas unencumbered with any fort of 
heavinefs. We were then both too young 
to be fufceptible of amorous imprefiions ; 
yet in that, the very dawn of her beauties, 
there was a fomething that foretold my fu- 
ture enjoyments. It is with pleafure I do,' 
even now, recoiled that eagernefs, with 
which, in the beginning of defircs to be a« 
greeable to each other, we haftcned to meet 
our dancing mafter in the hall, \ 
mutual dilpofition to pleafe, pr 
greatly the perfection to which we i 
R 
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rived in that ejtcrcife. Careful not to Ut- 
tcrrupt me, Ihe would often fteal into my 
ftudy while I was under the tuition of my 
mafters, and liften with an attention un- 
ufual at her age. Such an early, tendency 
tp acquire fuperior knowledge, difpofed me 
tp re- communicate to her fuch of my leiTons 
as w^ere bell: adapted to a female genius : 
I took delightr-in rnaking her acquainted 
with every amiable character I learnt, from 
hiftoiy. I remember, that upon one otca- 
iion I was expatiating upon the dii&renc 
cffs&ii produced by the virtuous or vicious 
habits of the Greeks and Remsas ; at one 
t^me admiring the wifdom, prudence and 
l}un)anity, of an Auguftus or a VtfpaJioM i 
at another, depreciating the villainy and 
barbarity of a Nerc^ Caligula and Domittan i 
wheji the infant charmer obferved — 1 know 
not (fwd (he) if in our days we fliall ever 
fee an Jugufius or a VefpaftaTi, but furely 
the a£tio^ of a Nero and Caligula are too 
common to us : however, (continued the 
furprifing Eugenia) I have often, heard my 
dear papa advife every one to be flow in 
paOing judgment on the afUons of others, 
till we can be fure that our own hearts are 
inclined to corre<5t them ; and that good is 
I produced from the confequence of 
moft apparent evil. This (uid Ihe) I 
Jrcady convinced of> bccaufe, if I had 
been 
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been born in a more pcrfeil reign, yon 
•fhould not have been confined to this houfe, 
and I fhould not have had the pleafure oi 
lb agreeable a companion, nor of hearing 
the hiftories of tbofe fo much better times 
than tbefe we live in. 

* After this manner were my juvcnife 
"hours paffcd away in reciprocal amufement 
with the endearing Eugenia ; and as (he ad- 
vanced towards the years of puberty, her 
intelleauals keeping pace wkn the beauti- 
fuhi'efs of her form, betokened every thing 
that was lovely ; and a few years gave mt 
fuch a forcible proof of her capacity to blefe.

But, Madam, (continued flic) 
you yourfelf Aalljudge, from thfc true rela- 
tion of rtiy fad fitqation, whether or no I 
deferve your pity and altiftance.— — The 
condition of my father's family is not un- 
known to you, and th^refort 1 need to fay 
nothing more on that point, than to tell you 
that, as a daughter of that family, I had 
reafon to hope for the addreflcs of fuch gen- 
tlemen asftioiild beable to accompany one 
through , life with tolerable fatisfa6tion. 
Beforfe the defefhidns in the court of MaC'

■fure more valuable to him than all theyouth 
and beauty on earth ; he put on all the ob- 
fequioufnefs of the vileft pander ; confefled 
to the King, that he did intend to marry, 
but with very little view to indulge any 
appetite of his own j he faid, he had never 
had the honour to be at court, becaufe he' 
did not kno* of any merit by which he 
could introduce himfelf ; that he had fome- 
how heard, that his Majefty was of a very 
amorous Complexion ; that he had for a 
long while been in fearch of a beautiful 
young woman, not doubting but the ill- 
grounded report of his weauh would ren- 
der an alliance with him acceptable in moft 
families 1 and that it was his intention, fo 
foon as he could call IfabelU his own, to 
have the honour of prefeiiting her to the 
King, and by that means recommending 
If to his favour. Whether it was that 
etby who was not deficient in point of 
ration, Was truly ihocked wttli fuch

dered it impradlicable for him to operate! 
vith his own, nly reliefj otherwifc both of 
lis (hould, long ere now, have embraced a 
voluntary bani(hment» and retreated far be- 
ycHid the power c^ a difli^ute court, and. 
the hateful perfecution of the moft infa- 
molds parofite in the whole of its circle. 
Vbeix the good Thane of Argyle, in order 
weferve thie life of a Ton, which *iis 
tr to htlh ihftn his own, furrendered 
himfclf

O the 
comforting, the reviving impreffion ! O the 
powerful medicine ! How wonderfully has 
it recovered, my almoft extinguiflied fecul- 
ties !

^ The unufual exprelBve biufhcs whichu 
now adorned the natural beauties x>f Eu^ 
genia^ gave her, in fpite of every pofliblc 
delicacy, the mol^ [penetrating countenance*. 
Abalhed, ar)d yet free from.mame, ihe mo- 
deftly replied,, I have never, my dear Lom^. 
diiguifed my fentiments fromyou^ nor will- 
I now *, that efteem,^ that f riendihip, with^^ 
3¥hich I have ever regarded you^.. i find, as ^ 
3iKcll a&.you, have grown to a height^ thac 
our beft.reading3 but ill defcribe : itisin^ 
poflible, continued Ihe, that' my c<>mpany 
can be more pleafing to you, than yours is^ 
delightful to me i if it is love, kt it be fo -, 
although I bluih, it fhoiild;be no reproach, 
to own.it ; it was planted in the foil of in«^ 
nocence^ and reared up in the funfhine of 
virtue. In fuch endearing converiktions 
did the lovely Eugenia and I pais the early, 
years of irreprehenfible communion. The. 
Thane and JLady Angus perceived our at- 
tachments, and happily it was not^tfguft<^ 
fuL to them. Her mother, upon her deaths 
bed, bequeathed her to my. arms with xxu*^ 
referved fatisfa&ion i and nothing recardedU 
the confummatmbo£our felicity^ but thatx 
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we durit not truft any mortal to give it tRe 
ceremonial fanftion. At length, and but a 
fliort while before our flight, one honeft 
-t)ld clergyman, whofe years nad then placed 
him beyond the obfervation of a guilt; 
court, fought an afylum for his age, ani 
was entertained by the Thane : he gave the 
hymeneal completion to our loves. Loving 
and beloved, we could then tafle of thole 
joys, unknown to impurity, but chaftely 
longed for by thofe whofe paflions are limi- 
ted by virtue. Liove, prompted by luft, is 
ever indelicate -, prompted by ambition, it 
\s feldom reciprocal 5 and if conveniency 
is the only motive, it can never be ardent^ 
But in mine and Eugema\ delicacy, union 
and ardour, all concurred to confummate^ 
with exquifite delight, our warmefl: wifhes'. 

Lcrn would *have continued his narra- 
tion,. but was interrupted by a meiTenger, 
who called upon Edmund to meet Ibme 
ftrangers who had juft alighted at his gate. 

Edmundy after alhort interval, returncdj^^ 
and with a remarkable* fatisfaftion in his 
countenance, introduced two gentlemen, 
one of whom was very quickly recognized 
by the Scotch Thanes to he aa intimate 
companion and kinfman to the Thane of 
Fif^* Glamis cordially faluted bim \ Angus 
was. advaacingfor the fame purpofe, when 
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Hamton (a) (fa the gentfeman was nained^' 
ftarted back with the wildeft look of con- 
fternation, aftoniihed to behold the maa 
who, he flill fuppofed^ was miniiter, and ai)i 
abettor of Macbeib^ in tKe (bciety of thcrfe- 
whofe aid he had come to follicit for that 
tyrant's extirpation. However, the myftery 
was foon unravelled, and gained entire 
credit by a brief explanation from Glamii.. 
Young Lorn was made known,, and a ge** 
neral harmony was confpicuous on every 
face. Edmund held in. his hand a mandatc 
from King Edward^ forbidding all his faithr 
ful fubjedts on the eoafts and borders of 
Englandy, to hold any fort of corce^ndence 
with Macieiby, the pretended King, erf Sccf- 
landy nor with any of his adherents or a^ 
bettors ; but to aid and fupport, to the ut- 
moft of their powers, Malcolm^ the un- 
doubted and lawful heir to the crown o^ 
that kingdom. As the purport of ^i^ 
mandate filled every heart with unfpeakj* 
able joy, they were impatient to know by 
what happy means it had been fo fuccefsi- 
fully obtained •, Hamton^ with pleafure, pcOf 
oeeded thus to fatisfy them. 
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'* "Whch the noble Thane of Macduff 
laid ke^ C6ok the reiblution of flying from 
^Scoilandj hk breaft was full of the ^orious 
piltrpofe : he knew that Aittkolm^ whom he 
iiad always oonfidered as his King fince the 
murder of his father, was grandfon to Sibert 
Duke of Nortbumbtrhnti^ a noblenaan of 
the firft quality, and of great ^niily con- 
lieAions in England: he learned alfo, that 
no nobleman at that court had more intereft, 
or was held in higher confideration with the 
renowned Earl Godwin^ who was then a 
thief in the adminiftration of EngUJh policy^ 
On his arrival in England^ he underftood, 
after fome inquhy, that Malcolm was then 
;at court \ thither he directed his journey as 
faft as poffible. The variety of devices that 
had been attempted to inveigle Malcolm 
down to Scotland by emilTaries from Mac-^ 
$etbj had made him very fliy and dilEcult 
of accefs to the natives of tnat kingdom ; 
however, Macduff had himfelf introduced ; 
and after the ftrongefl: afTuranoes of his loyal 
allegiance, he endeavoured to aroufe the 
^dormant refentment of Malcolm s^ainft the 
murderer of his father, and the difhonour 
of his cbuntry; he expatiated upon the 
prefent unpopularity and deteftable cha- 
radbcr of the Tyrant ; bid him remember, 
chat as he was the offspring of royal pro- 
genitors^ he ought to fummon up an aftivc, 
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'princely fpirit, and endeavour,, not only for 
his own fake, but for the fake of a groaning 
people, who would confider themfclves as 
committed to his charge by the King of 
Kings, to recover his paternal dignity, and 
thereby carry relief to an oppreffed and 
Ipoiled nation. Macduff concluded, by tel* 
ling him, that .he confidered himfelf as thq 
rcprefentative of every mortal in Stcotlani^ . 
in whofe breafts there remained the fmallcft 
fparks of honour or of virtue ; that it was 
in their names, not in his own only, that 
he had hazarded ^11 that was precious to 
him, to difcover the true ftate of things to 
his King, with whom he was ready to (hare 
in the worft, or the bcft dilpcnfations of 
fortune. 

^ Malcdm^ uncommonly cautious for his 
years, liftened with greedy attention, but 
replied with fufpicion : he was defirous- to 
make a very fure tri^l of Macduff's fince- 
irity -, and thereforej, fypprefling; thofe cmo* 
tions which he really felt, " I am not in* 
fenfible (faid he) to the opprcfllons under 
which my country bleeds ; nor do I ima- 
gine that the tyrannies, imputed to uic 
Ufurper arcby any means exaggerated ^ 
and the inducements for a Prince to enter- 
prize a reformation, in fuch a cafe, arc 
doubtlefs very urging : but I am afraid, 
my good Thane, your inftances would not 
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be fo preffitiff v>ith me to afllimie the regit 
authority, it you was better acquainted 
with my native difpofitions. Let me nor 
deceive you then, but faidy confeft, that 
the fame vices-whichhav^ already been the 
min of many kings^ lufl: and avariee, are 
too predominant in me> not to defeat the 
very pui^fes you expedk ftotn me. It is 
tnie, that my want of power, and the pri- 
vate condition I hai^ lived in, have fo 
greatly reftrained the exertion of them, 
that the yiotld think more favourably of 
me than I defervei but was I to be cloathed 
with kingly power and uncontfoulabie au* 
thority, the reins which at prefent are a 
check upon thefe vices, would be loolcncdi 
and my hearkening to your importunities 
on this head; might more probably involve * 
vfB in greater miferics, than reftore to you 
and the country that tranquillity you hope 
for." Macduff wondered ; but calmly ob- 
ferved^ That the firft ftep towards refor- 
mation, was to have a ferife of thofe errors 
which were apt to mifgiiide us ; that a 
rambling defire for women was natural to 
the moft of young nleA) but was often con* 
Quered by the more folid and agreeable plea- 
mres that were to be found in the arms of 
a well chofen companion for life ; that the 
more unmanly luft of avarice had been often ^. 

propagated by the apprchcnfions of want, '^ 
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the fear of which would be totally banifhed * 
from the breaft of AlaLolm^ fo faon as he : 
Ihould accomplifti the pofleflion of his fa- 
ther's dominions; and finally faid, that 
that avarice mull indeed be extremeiy in- • 
fatiable, which is not to be fatisfied with . 
the revenues of a kingdom. Malcolm per- 
fifted in objecting ; and concluded by tel- 
ling him, that there were ftill other weak^ . 
neffes, and yet more unbecoming a king, 
which he knew himfelf liable to, and which - 
would make him and the nation fadly re- • 
pent of their choice, Ihould he acquiefcc in 
their ioyal invitation : There is (fays he) • 
no truth nor fincerity in me! Undeferving 
of confidence myfelf, I can put confidence 1 
in no man ! I am by nature changeable, . 
incapable of forming friendlhips ; and fo ^ 
unrcafonably fufpicious, that thofe who . 
Ihould be the moftibrward in my fervice, 
might be the firft who Ihould feel the fad 
effcfts of my jealous temper ; for from the 
inconftancy of my own nature, I judge of 
the difpofitipns of all other men. At this . 
moinent (continued he) my jealoufy moves 
me to the ftrpngeft. fufpicions againft the . 
honefty of Macduff. 

' Macduff^ unable to confine any longer 
his fwelling indignajtion, exclaimed, from *. 
heart- felt diftrefs ; Avaunt then, thou dis- 
grace to royalty ! thou diftionour to thy ; 
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family ! O my country ! O my bleeding 

country ! Arc all hopes of thy redemption 

thus part away ? It muft not be ; that crown 

which the daftard fon of Duncan confefles 

himfelf unworthy to wear, may well be an 

additional ornament to the brow of the more 

•meritorious Edward'! I go about it; he 

fliall be invited to conquer, and to enjoy it. 

Macduff appeared ready to abandon him ; 

but Malctflm^ fully fatisfied of the Thane*^s 

fincerity, caught hold of him •, Stay, my 

dear Thane, faid he, ftay, thou pattern of 

loyal patriotifm ; forgive the trial I have 

made of thy fidelity, which thou haft fo 

well proved by that indignant paffion which 

, the fuppofed frailties, even of the man you 

.defire to make your fovereign, has infpired 

you with! How different yours from tlve 

• iycophantifh behaviour of thofe emiffaries 
employed to feduce me by Macbeth? the 
more villainous I could rcprefenc myfelf to 
them, tbe.more they courted mc, the more 

.they counted mc fit for tlie vile piirpoles of 
- a proftiruted government : it was therefore, 
•my di^dix Macduffy that I was afraid of every 

• temptation that was prefented to me to rt*^ 
gain my country; it was therefore that I 
arraigned myfelf as a wretch, under the do- 
minion of fuch vicious principles, as my 

, honeft foul fliuddered within me at the bare 
mention of 1 But 1 am convinced ^ it is nqt 
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the giif atnefs of your fortune, the grandeur 
of your family, nor the reputation of your 
honour, that has thus convinced me ; it is 
a hoblenefs, a fandity of manners, better 
expreffed through your looks than from 
your tongue, that diljxifes me now to em- 
brace you with all the confidence of a trufty 
friend. Be then my Mentor^ lead me ork 
to the arduous, the glorious talk, of getting 
juftice for my fufFering country, my injured 
family, and oppreflcd people! — If the foul 
of Macduff was at firft tortured with the 
odious pifture y^hichMalcolm had prefented 
of himfelf, what joy did he now feel in be- 
holding the reverfe? He fell down before 
him I hailed him King ! and drawing his 
fword, yowed never more to ftieath it, jait- 
til he Ihould fee the Ibvereignty, credit, and 
tranquillity of his country, reftored. Thus 
the ftrifteft and mod cordial engagements 
being mutually concluded, it was immedi- 
ately refolved, by the intereft of Malcolm* s 
grandfather and the Earl Godwiny to fuppli-" 
cate afliftance froni King Edward^ who, by 
the way, had hitherto been deaf to every 
fuggeftion of (:hat fort •, for amidft all the 
diflipation which fo much fcandalized the 
court of Macbethy he had ilill had policy 
enough, by maintaining a fubmiffive cor- 
refpondence with, the court of England^ to 
keep up fuch an alliance with Edward^ ^ 

to 
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to fcrecn himfelf from fo dangerous a re- 
fentment : and at this very junftnrc he kept 
one of the moft politic of his creatures, 
whom he had dignified with the title of 
Thane of Monteith^ as his rcprefentative in 
England for that purpofe, Monieitb^ who 
was extremely artful, was a conftant fpy 
upon every motion of Malcolm\ ; and hav- 
ing traced him in his moft fccret interviews 
with Macduff \ and eafily gucfling at their 
purpofe, took care to get Macduff repre- 
lented to the court of England in fuch a 
difadvantageous light, as to weaken his 
applications^ But in the height of thefe 
difficulties, I happened to arrive, and 
brought to Macduff the firft account of the 
woeful barbarities which had been perpe- 
trated in his family. With what heart- 
rending horrors did he hear the fhocking 
tale ! He flew to Malcolmy whofe generous 
heart was no lefs penetrated with the fad 
relation than his own. Malcolm taking 
Macduff and myfclf alongft with him, went 
immediately to court, demanded and ob- 
tained an audience oi Edward\ before whom 
I was examined j and producing other well 
authenticated vouchers of every circunv- 
ftance of the fatal cataftrophe, fo efFeftually 
awakened fympathy and refentment in the 
foul of good King Edward^ that he inftantfy 
refolved, maugre all other confidcrations, 
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to ftipport Malcolm through the difficult 
operations he had undertaken ; and, as the 
firft proof of his being in eameft, he iflued 
immediate orders to forbid Monteitby or 
any other on the part of Macbeth^ to enter 
the court of England ; and further ordered, 
that Monteitb Ihould retire from England 
within three days. Nothing now remain- 
ing to obftruft our felicitations at the court 
of Edward^ five thoufand chofen men were 
muftered, and put under the command of 
the Duke of Northumberland^ who, accom- 
panied by Malcolm^ are a£l:ually on their 
march hither, that they may be joined by 
an equal number of borderers i and as foon 
as completed, they have orders to proceed 
direftly for Scotland : upon entering that 
kingdom, Malcolm is to be proclaimed 
King, to fet up the Scotch ftandard, and 
then to have the command of the whole, 
^as well Englijh as Scotch. It wouW be tor- 
turing language to fearch for words to ex- 
prefs the joy that now appeared in every 
face, when Mr. Hamton had finilhed his 
interefting relation ; and a few days more 
added to it a very affefting circumftancc. 
It Ihould have been fooner obferved, that 
the generous Edmund^ impatient to con- 
fummate the felicity of his admired guefts, 
had freighted a fmall veffci, and difpatched 
her to Ila^ there to make inquiry after the 
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vencr^kic Thane of jfrgyle. This veflipl 
now returned, and blelfTed the expefting 
company with the prefence of that noble 
Thane, attended by the brave and faithful 
Killibarrm^ a name the reader is not a 
ftranger tp. Fain would the author attempt 
a defcription of thoie different and lively 
ienfations which at. this joyful conjun6ture 
tnuil have been communicated from one to 
another of this tranfported aifembly ; but 
it would be in vain ! Think, fenfible reader^ 
of the virtuous Lom^ furprifcd with the ap* 
pearanoe of a moft reipedable parent, 
whom, from his earlieft years, even until 
oow, h&had been taught to lament as dead! 
Think, I fay, what muft be thofe filial feel- 
ings which then enchanted him; and 
acM to it, that paternal fondnels diftin* 
guiihed in every feature of a father, who 
had already counted fb lightly of hazarding 
his fortune and his life for the prefervation 
of a darling fon ! You muft fuppofe it all : 
the moft powerful . efforts of poetry or 
painting would but ill defcribe them. Suffice 
it then to fay, that fuch another difplay of 
contentment and reciprocal happinefs was 
never perhaps fo eminent in one and the 
fame fociety. 

,Edmuna was fb entirely tranfported 
with the joyous profpedt of feeing thefe 
worthy noblemen regain their native 1|- 
^^ ^ berty 
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berty and poflfeflions, that be foi^ot hinN 
felf as in retirement : he got his equipages 
ready v and propofing to accompany his 
friends in their expedition, he was extremely 
aftive in levying troops to join them. A 
few days only palled, when they received 
a courier from Malcolnty to. let them know, 
that the Duke of Nortbumberlandy with 
the van of the EngUJb army, was advanced 
as far as Halifax in Torkjbire^ and was pro-? 
ceeding to Lancajler^ where he would halt 
two days, to wait the junction of their 
friends in thefe pacts ; thence pafs through 
Cumberlandy make another halt at Carlijli 
for three day$» and then tnttv Scotland mxh 
all poffible expedition. Upon this intelli- 
gence, the generous Edmund^ the Thanes 
of Argyle and GlamiSy Lorriy Killibarren^ 
and Mr* Hamton^ were all accoutred, and 
ready, at the head of about 400 men, to 
inarch to join their friends at Lancajler. 
The Thane of Angus^ notwithftanding all 
entreaties, and that every one of the com*- 
pany was now become as fincerely his 
friend, as they had formerly been the re- 
verfe, would by no means be prevailed 
with to undertake a fhare in the enterprize. 
He faid, that although their condelcen- 
dance for him had induced them to excufe 
his adminiftration in Sceflandy that the pe<»- 
pie in general of that ^OJuntry would not 
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fee with fb favourable eyes i and that i% 
diffidence was a faculty more natural to 
mankind than approbation, he was afraid, 
that his appearing with the army in the 
charader his birth intided him to, might 
rather hurt than forward his Sovereign's 
caufe ; befides, he faid, he could not totally 
exculpate himlblf, for that too flavilh fub- 
tnilXion with which he had fo long bended 
to the will of tyranny j that his upright in- 
tentions, and the few laudable aftions for 
which-their goodncfs hadjuftified the whole 
purport of his conduA, did not amount to 
a fufficient abfolution in his own mind : 
ithat it was his refolution never more to re- 
turn to Scotland^ but to linger out the reft 
of his exiftcnce in penitence, with the good 
real Hermit who had aflifted in faving his 
life. Every body endeavoured to diffuade 
him from this refolution, but in vain : Jr- 
gyle^ and Lom^ his fon-in-law, importuned 
him in the moft moving language ; he was 
determined ; and concluded by telling his 
noble friend Argyle^ that as for many years 
paft, the only circumftance which made liife 
worthy of his care, was the concern which 
paternal love in!^ired him with for the pre- 
fervation and happinels of Lorn and his 
darling daught^ ; and as that was now de- 
volved upon another, much more able and 
pefpedlabk parent, he w)uld retire from the 
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. world with pleafure, fettle his. accounts wirfi 
. Heaven, anci pray unwearied for their fuc- 
cefs and profperity. It was even with diffi- 
culty, that the pious tears of his daughter, 
enforced with the perfuaftve eloquence of 
the amiable Bertha^ could prevail with him 
to poftpone his fclf-feclufion, that he might 
by his company mitigate a little of that tire- 
. fomenefs which they were willingly to fuffer 
. during the abfence of their Lords. To 
their folicitations, however, at length he 
yielded ; and every thing being now as 
much lettled at the houfe of E^mund^ as, 
under fuch interefting circumftanccs, could 
. poffibly be, a very affcdling farewell fepa^ 
rated the different parties; 

In a few days our patriots arrived at 
,LancaJler^ and with their fquadron joined 
the main body. Never was there a mone 
cordial meeting than now felicitated the 
hopeful Chieftans : Malcolm^ with joy un^ 
utterable, welcomed his venerable friends, 
the Thanes of Argyle and Gismis\ and 
Macduffy unable to confine his tranfport, 
interrupted even the greetings of his King: 
* Thrice- welcome (cried he) my noble fellow 
fufFerers 1 Let me congratulate you and my- 
felf on the eminent profpeift now prefented 
to us of chaftifing a long exerted tyranay 
and oppreflion over a groaning country! 
What unexampled excitements have we to 

lead 
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lead us on to the glorious enterprixel But 
it is ufelefs to wafte time to inftigate you j 
you feel as warmly as I do ; but you muft 
forgive the overflowings of a friend's heart, 
who by one eflTort of the Tyrant's barbarity, 
was • beggared 1 diflionoured 1 widowed 1 
and rendered childlefs ! Yours and our ' 
country's wrongs may, and,* by the help of 
God, they will* be redrefled ; but mine, 
alasl never can ; O my wife1 O my child- 
ren V The fenfible heart of Edmund was 
ready to burft, on perceiving the manly 
anguilh wtich thus overcame the gallant 
Macduff \ when GlamiSy by a feafonable in- 
terruption of the growing diftrefs, gave a 
turn to the woeful flibjeft, by recommend- 
ing to Macduff^s attention the illuftrious 
Edmundy and relating fomc of his exalted 
virtues. 

The Duke of Northumberland had taken 
the advantage of the halt to pafs through 
fVeftmorelandy and thence into his own coun- 
try, to give the neceffary orders in thofe 
parts ; and propofed only to rejoin the army 
at Carlifte% for which place they next day 
continued their march, under the command 
of Malcolm: and now couliderablc rein- ' 
forcements from the Scotch fide were adding ' 
every hour to their ftrength, when the van 
arrived at Carlifle. The Duke entered it 
the fame day at the head of 1500 Nor t hum- ' 
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irians and Cumherland^mtn : the Dukeof 
JSforthumberland quickly recognized his 
kinfman Edmund^ and wa$ overjoyed to iibe 
him once more in a fcene of ai^on-; nor 
was he lefs happy on being made acq^jainted 
with the renowned Thanes of Ar^k and 
Glamis^ and the Lord of Lorn^ the patriotic 
fame of each of whom had reached and 
often charmed his ears« It W4$ then they 
held the firft council erf war. They re- 
ceived intelligence from the Scots whe had 
Joined them, many of v/hom had embraced 
the firft opportunity pf flying from under 
the command of tyranny, that Machtb 
having heard of the march of the Englifi^ 
and fearing a revolt of the Southern &(r/^» 
had adually advanced, with fuch an anny 
as he could mufter, as far as the 7lft;/V/ hills, 
and had formed feveral flying encamp- 
ments, intending thereby not only to in- 
terrupt the revolting Scots from joining with 
the Engli/by but to ofi^er the Englijb battle 
from fome advantageous poft among the 
hills ; but that having heard of the numbers 
of the Englijh army, which had been gready 
magnified, and that the Thanes of JrgyU 
and Glamis (both of whom he counted 
deadj as well as Macduff^ were with them, 
he was ftruck with horror and difmay, and 
immediately meditated a retreat ; judging, 
if h« Ihould be coinpelled to give, battle at 
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Uft, lie fiioiild figitt wiA ftum mdlvafftage 
in the North, be more in 'the centre of his 
la^ereots, mi be better able to fatigue and 
Jiarrafs tbe Englifb troops, by marches thro' 
hills and n^ountains thby were not accuf* 
Itemed with. 

Mean while the confederate army (for 

fo they may now be ftiled) moved into 

Scotland without the fmalleft interruption. 

The ftandard of Malcolm was fet up at An^ 

f\and,\ he was proclaimed King of Scotland 

^^uiiidft refounding acclam^ons of applaufe^ 

^nd took upon him the command of the 

"whole army : be confirmed in Ssbcrt^ his 

grandfather, the chief command of the Eng^ 

mh^ and appointed his ilhiftrious friend Ed^ 

mund a. -lieutenant-general; and the fame 

rank for Scotland was beftowed upon Ar^ 

^Icy Glamis^ and Macduff. They continued 

9iarching, and accumulating numbers every 

bqun The EngUJh troops were aftoniflied, 

when a,t this time they found themfelves in 

tjne lieart. pf a country ^ where they imagined 

Uhcy were to meet their enemies, not to fee 

nor hear of . any but friends, and the mofb 

joyful falutations of a hearty welcomed 

they therefore proceeded in fuch ipirits, 

* as mult havefubdiied Macbilhi 4f he could 

have zStvQki^d an army equal to Malcolm's. 

Macbeth perceiving that his army hourty 

4i;i)iniihed, at length, unw4Uin|; atany rate 
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to hazard a batde, betook hlmfelf for fafety 
to his caftle of Dunfinane^ and formed a 
fcattered fort of encampment around it» 
compoTed of thofe adherents, who having 
i[> long aiTociated with him in every fort of 
criminality, knew that their only chance 
to efcape fuch a fate as was the due to un- 
remitting villanies, was to rifk their lives 
alongft withtheir leaden 
. The royal party continued their ad- 
vances to Dunjtnane ; and at Bembam wood, 
as a token that they hoped to accompliih 
a conqiieft without (laughter, the troops, 
by order ofMalcolm^ plumed their hats with 
oaken boughs ; and then making a motion 
for furrounding the caftle, Macbetb^ who 
had, taken a view of them from a turret, 
was hopelefs and confounded ! he regarded 
' their ftrength, numbers, and regularity, as 
irrefiftible! Confcioufnefs now penetrated 
his guilty foul ; he was defperate and di- 
ftradied \ he threatened his own, and the life 
of every perfon who came near him : his 
wife, who had been at all times ready to 
afllft in his fchemes of cruelty, was more 
obnoxious to him than a haggard witch ; 
he reproached her with the moft pungent 
upbraidings; fhe recriminated with equal 
fury and defperation ; and they were often 
on the point of hurrying each other into 
that; eternity, which of all things they 
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dreaded the moft, but whicit would net 
kave been deferred a (ingle moment by aniy 
thing lefs than the terrible picture whick 
their cankered eonfciences had formed^ of it. 
They flew, delpondent, from the hateful 
fight of one another ; and in fine, he, and 
the whole of his party, being overwhelmed 
in the fame marks of defpair, became the 
moft hideous objefts of one another. Dun^ 
finane now was hell in epitome ! every mov- 
ing figure bore the refemhlance of a devil t 
At length the enemy being juft ready, with 
fword in hand, to force the gates, Macieth 
difguifed himfelf in the habit of a common 
trooper,, and leaving his friends at the mercy 
,^ the conquerors, and anxious, as a con*- 
demned malefactor, to poftpone the awful 
.pjunge, fought his efcape through a private 
poftern. By this time the royal troops had 
.entered the cattle : Macduff^ from whofe 
breaft the ideas of fpoiled honour,, the un^ 
pitied fighs of a ravilhed and murdered 
wife,, and the uomoving cries of mafiacred 
children,, could never be banifhed, was the 
firtt that forced his* way ; he ran, fearlefs^ 
to and frov in fearch of the fpoiler > at length 
one of the b^ditti, hoping to recommend 
himfelf to mercy, pointed out the little bade 
gate through which the moniler had fled; 
Macduff purfued, and found him, with a 
£&w of his partifans^ attonpting to fccamhle 
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^9/¥et Jt waH; the comer of a bafiion * tRe- 
noife of Macdt^s fliouting alarmed the- 
ddinquents, whofe efcape being now in^ 
pradticabk, a falfe bravery grew upon theur 
defpair : Macbeth turned, with ali the briflcr 
fiefs he could fummon, to* defend himfelf ^ 
and Macdnff^ who, maugre his difguiie, iiv- 
ftantly knew himy fingled him out ibr his. 
immediate vengeance: the Tyrant fought, 
with fkilU but guiltinefs enfeebling his 
nerves, he was unequal to the fuperior force 
of Macduff% unerring arm, which, after a. 
»few (lighter paffes, by one furious and well 
aimed blow, brought him, reeling, in mut- 
tertngs unfan&ified, to the ground ! The 
vengeful Macduff repeated his blows, and 
could not reftrain himfelf from piHbing, 
home every, wouad with ^Kprobanona oa 
the maflacre of his family « 

Thus fell the wretch who^ had got him^ 
fidf exalted to digmties by virtues to wiiiclb 
he had beea fchooled^ but which n^t beings 
natural to him» hecOtild not perfevere in \ 
and had dii^raced the chara^fler of a Prince 
by the exercife of vices which had been^ boM 
with him, but which he had die guile td; 
finother whilft ifttherank of a private perfea^ 

The ihame of womankind, the inftiga*^ 
tor, as well as partoer of aU his flagitiouA 
nefs, his wife, was fmind dead next day ia 
^ oucfidie ^ the caftlej ihe feaving, in tht 
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iranlport of dei^ndency, flung herfelToTW 
the wall of one of the ramparts* MdUoiim 
ordered both, their bodies to be decently^ 
buried, in relpedt to the families they had 
the honour to be iprung from ; but their 
heads, that the memory of their wicked* 
iiefs might ferve as an antidote to pofterity^ 
-were exhibited to public: view upon twe» 
^^ears ere&ed on the top of a< high tower v 
and^ betweea them there was raifed the fi- 
gure of a (erpent with a double head^ eack 
Jiead inclining* to thole of the vidims, as if 
Mifiing, and equally dire&ing its baneful! 
influence at both of them* His adher^ts^ 
excepting fuch as, through their refiftance^ 
,wcre flain, were all made prifonersw. A. 
court extraordinary was ordained to try- 
them, when Mdlcaimvf^s gracioufly. pleafedT 
to remit the crime of rebellion^ and to de^ 
elare thofe only condemnable ta fufFcr 
death, againft whom' there were feparate 
proofs of murders,, rapes, or other violent: 
depredations; an example of juftice tem- 
pered with a.clemency worthy the imitatiom 
of more enlightened ages« 

Never was fo fudden. a' revolutions ao^ 
«ompliihed with, fo little bloodOied,, noir 
was there ever a; reftoration^ o£ right with. 
'more univerfal applaufe^. The; unanimity* 
which governed the EngUflx and. $coiti^ 
Chiefs^ grevenfed. the kaft. tendency^ toi»* 
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jeatoufiH^ and the Mt^S/k troopr f e mm c d 
<a their owa kindom with the fiittsfa&ion oT 
having b«en inftrumcntal, without die lo& 
ef a man, of re-eftabliihing their neigh-*^ 
bouring natioa in a fiats of trsoK^oiUttf un^ 
JtnowA to them for many yeaesi leaving; 
behind them, as weU aa camming widiktiiem^ 
mi early proof of the great utihty of a cor^ 
dial union between to aear acighboisrs^, 
when * combined ift the great caufe TO liberq^ 
And juftice.
